A  PSYCHOLOGICAL  INTERPRETATION 
OF  THE  GOSPEL 

In  my  interpretation  of  the  Book  of  Genesis  I  have  stated  that  each 
historical  personage  represented  a  fourfold  meaning,  that  is,  Historical, 
Geographical,  and  Psychological,  involving  Spiritual.  Viewing  the  psycho- 
logical aspect  of  the  Gospel  we  must  not  be  unmindful  of  these  relational 
phenomena  of  minds'  history.  As  given  in  the  four  Gospels,  the  spiritual 
takes  precedency,  and  unless  we  be  aware  the  picturesqueness  of  the  divine 
revelation  obscures  its  psychological  meaning.  St.  Matthew  gives  the  his- 
torical as  a  clothing  of  the  latter.  He  begins  his  record  by  the  genealogy 
of  the  Jews: 

"The  book  of  the  generations  of  Jesus  Christ,  son  of  David,  son  of 
Abraham.  Abraham  begat  Isaac;  and  Isaac  begat  Jacob;  and  Jacob  begat 
Judas  and  his  brethren." 

No\y  in  my  treatise  of  Genesis  I  have  enunciated  that  the  character 
Abraham  involved  the  expression  of  man's  fourfold  evolution  with  especial 
reference  to  the  key  to  Intellectual  Evolution.  Therefore,  in  its  psychologi- 
cal meaning  the  word  Abraham  meant  prophetic  vision,  or  focused  energy 
begotten  of  religious  habit  controlling  mind  through  many  generations. 
Moreover  that  Abraham  was  an  individual,  a  mind  of  a  higher  type  in  mental 
energy,  evolved  by  psychological  stimulus.  Therefore,  in  the  history  of 
Jesus  Christ  St.  Matthew  expresses  the  truth  scientifically  and  psychologi- 
cally when  we  realise  his  idea  that  the  son  of  David  the  son  of  Abraham 
involved  the  intense  and  persistent  psychological  stimulus  of  idea  from 
Abraham  to  David  and  through  fifty- six  generations.  The  psychological 
Individual  of  so  sustained,  persistent  and  intense  stimulus  would  be  of  a 
type  phenomenal,  a  type  we  express  in  the  word  spiritual. 

St.  Matthew  affirms  that  the  Virgin  Mary  was  the  Individual  produced 
by  this  psychological  stimulus.  And  if  we  knew  all  that  this  category  of 
historic  characters  involved  and  expressed  in  minds'  history  we  would  not 
marvel  or  be  shocked  at  the  phenomenon  in  the  character  of  the  Virgin 
Mary. 

I  have  hinted  in  my  other  treatise  that  every  development  in  the  his- 
tory of  Human  Emotion  is  focussed  in  Jewish  genealogy  expressed  in  the 
picture-writing  of  historical  characters,  and  that  the  Hebrew  Religion  has 
initiated  all  mental  energy,  and  is  the  author  of  all  originality  such  as 
genius.  This  category  of  names  in  Jesus  Christ's  genealogy,  therefore,  in- 
volves the  history  of  Intellect,  geographically,  historically,  psychologically, 
and  spiritually,  inclusive  of  mind's  concrete  expression,  viz.,  all  expi-ession  on 
emotional  feeling  found  its  origin  in  the  focus  of  Hebrew  Religion.  And 
though  to  prove  this  would  involve  immense  labour  in  research  yet  it  will 
be  done  in  God's  good  time.  Then  we  shall  not  be  surprised  at  a  psycho- 
logical phenomenon  in  the  form  of  a  self-fertilizing-automaton  evolved  by 
persistent  and  intense  psychic  stimulus  of  many  generations  of  ritual  and 
formular.  Indeed  stage  by  stage  from  generation  to  generation  shall  we 
trace  its  evolution  and  not  marvel  at  its  climax — affinity  and  adaptation  to 
.spiritual  environment. 

In  treating  Matthew  I  will  follow  the  former  treatise  in  the  page  for  page 
analysis,  but  it  will  only  be  as  a  body  for  the  clothing  of  the  psychological 
interpretation  of  truth  involved  therein.  Continuing  from  my  quotation  of 
the  text:  — 

"And  Jacob  begat  Joseph,  the  husband  of  Mary,  of  whom  was  born 
Jesus,  who  is  called  Christ,"  i.  e.,  the  physical  affinity  of  this  psychological 
phenomena  Mary  was  of  royal  lineage  and  further  it  was  added  he  was  of 
high  character,  and  undoubtedly  of  physical  grace  and  beauty.  But  the 
genealogy  is  solely  concerned  with  the  psychical  pai't  played  by  Mary's 
.sexual  affinity,  her  husband  Joseph.  I  will  endeavor,  after  an  analysis  of 
the  mystic  verses,  to  interpret  it: — 

"So  all  the  generations  from  Abraham  to  David  are  fourteen  genera- 
tions; and  from  the  carrying  away  into  Babylon  unto  Christ  are  fourteen 
generations." 

In  my  work  on  the  Origin  of  Organic  Life  I  have  dealt  with  the  prob- 
lem, I  have  spoken  of  procreation  as  relational  affinity  seeking  equilibrium 
of  original  form;  after  having  been  drawn  together  by  magnetic  relation- 
ship atoms  are  vitalised  by  the  focus  of  energy.  And  in  my  work  of  the 
Origin  of  Mind  I  have  shown  how  the  number  seven  was  the  Hebrew  ex- 
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presslon  for  fortuitous  change.  Moreover,  that  it  was  the  latter  which 
produced  new  type  in  the  evolution  of  organic  life.  Therefore  St.  Matthew 
uses  the  Hebrew  scientific  method  of  expression  in  his  enunciation  pf  this 
psychological  result  of  generations  of  organic  experiment.  The  emphasis 
of  the  verb  denotes  that  within  the  genealogical  period  there  were  three  for 
tuitous  changes  which  resulted  in  three  stages  of  mental  rhythm,  each  of  a 
higher  Intellectual  grade.  And  that  it  was  the  focus  of  stimulus  or  the 
focus  of  mind  upon  one  idea  which  distinguished  Jewish  Religion.  The 
word  fourteen  expressed  the  unity  and  rhythm  attained  by  Jewish  ritual 
and  formular  after  generations  of  psychological  focus  of  organic  and  psych ir 
shock: — 

"Now  the  birth  of  Jesus  Christ  was  on  this  wiae:  When  as  his  mother 
Mary  was  espoused  to  Joseph,  before  they  came  together  she  was  found 
with  child  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

"Then  Joseph,  her  husband,  being  a  just  man  and  not  willing  to  makt- 
a  public  example,  was  minded  to  put  her  away  privily." 

But  while  he  thought  of  these  things  behold  the  angel  of  the  Lord  ap- 
peared to  him  in  a  dream,  saying  "Joseph,  thou  son  of  David,  fear  not  to 
take  unto  thee  Mary  thy  wife  for  that  which  is  conceived  in  her  is  of  the 
Holy  Ghost";  i.  e.,  though  Joseph  was  phenomenally  Mary's  sexual  affinity 
yet  it  was  spiritual  adaptation  which  resulted  in  new  type.  Paradoxical 
as  it  may  appear,  Jewish  religious  stimulus  tended  to  check  mental  devel- 
opment. Genius  was  not  allowed  to  express  itself  in  Art.  Emotional  sen- 
timent was  not  allowed  to  express  itself  in  poetry,  other  than  that  of  a 
religious  nature,  sentimental  language  in  color  form,  or  rhythmatical  verse 
was  denied  it.  The  Levitical  mind  was  focussed  upon  the  priori  conception 
of  the  image  of  God  to  the  exclusion  of  every  other  form  of  mental  stimulus 

Now  Mary  was  of  Levitical  and  priestly  descent,  hence  she  had  innate  in 
her  brain  generations  of  religious  stimulus.  In  my  other  works  I  have  dealt 
with  the  rite  of  circumcision  speaking  of  it  as  the  insolator  of  energy  and 
the  originator  of  the  psychological  phenomenon  shame.  Shame  was  abnor- 
mal in  its  domination  of  Mary's  emotions.  She  was  a  t.vpe  of  spirituality 
which  biologists  would  term  Individual.  Sense  was  in  correspondence  with 
spiritual  environment,  that  is  she  had  a  spiritual  as  well  as  a  visual  per- 
ception; she  heard  in  moments  of  ecstacy  an  inner  voice,  and  visualised  an 
ethereal  form. 

In  my  other  works  I  have  shown  how  language  is  visual  impression,  a 
train  of  imagery  is  provoked,  certain  sounds,  one  corresponding  with  the- 
other  in  the  mind  of  the  individual  so  impressed.  Now  in  the  mind  of  the 
individual  of  intense  spirituality  there  would  be  an  aureola  of  light  which 
would  impress  the  senses,  affecting  the  senses  as  that  of  language,  indeed, 
calling  up  the  same  train  of  imagery  as  the  spoken  word.  Both  Mary  and 
her  husband  Joseph  were  endowed  with  this  spiritual  sense,  the  latter  re- 
ceiving aureolic  impression  in  the  ecstatic  state  of  semi-unconsciousness:  — 
"But  while  he  thought  on  these  things,  behold  the  angel  of  the  Lord  ap- 
peared unto  him  in  a  dream,  saying,  Joseph,  thou  son  of  David,  fear  not  to 
take  unto  thee  Mary  thy  wife,  for  that  which  is  conceived  in  her  is  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  And  she  shall  bring  forth  a  son  and  thou  shalt  call  his  name 
Jesus,  for  he  shall  save  his  people  from  their  sins." 

Joseph  was  in  a  trance  of  spiritual  ecstasy  evoked  by  intense  feeling  of 
an  emotional  nature.  His  mind  was  ablaze  with  religiously  evolved  emotion, 
the  aureola  impressing  his  brain  was  in  affinity  with  energy  other  than 
we  have  categorised  in  our  knowledge  of  force  except  that  which  we  desig- 
nate as  divine. 

As  I  have  said,  the  Levitical  mind  had  one  image  stamped  upon  the 
brain,  made  nascent  by  fifty-six  generation  of  ritual  and  formular 
of  the  severest  psychological  nature  conceivable.  I  have  shown  in 
other  works  how  the  Hebrew  teaching  of  self-abnegation  and  self-sacrifice, 
or  seeing  good  to  self  through  that  done  to  others  base  been  the  stimulu.s 
of  Intellect.  Fu therm  ore,  that  the  dominancy  of  sexual  stimulus  has  been 
that  which  retarded  the  growth  of  Intellect,  though  in  the  genus  of  mind 
it  was  its  initiator.  That  like  the  organic  form  the  mind  became  stereo- 
typed in  idea  as  the  latter  had  in  shape,  emotion  being  dominated  by  sexual 
passion  engaged  vital  energy  necessary  for  mental  progress.  I  have  ex- 
plained how  the  rite  of  circumcision  was  designed  to  generate  an  abnormal 
sense  of  psychological  impression  we  call  shame.  Stimulus  of  shame  was 
focussed  by  religious  rite  and  formular  on  sexual  impurity,  hence  nascent 
instinct  was  evolved  by  contraction  and  expansion  of  emotional  energy 
being  controlled  by  the  focus  of  impression.  Visual  impressions  of  impurity 
would  evoke  intense  shame,  so  innate  that  no  stimulus  of  a  sensuous  nature 


could  dominate  its  control  of  the  mind.  Racial  mixture  was  thus  prevented. 
The  latter  was  the  basic  cause  of  the  result  of  phenomenal  mental  type 
such  as  the  mind  of  the  Virgin  Mary.  The  Virgin's  mind,  by  its  intense 
emotion  was  an  aureola  of  divine  light.  Such  a  mind  could  have  expressed 
itself  in  works  of  genius.  It  was  essentially  poetic,  but  its  energy  was 
checked  and  curbed  by  Levitical  teaching  and  an  abnormal  sense  of  modesty 
or  shame.  Hence  the  psychological  explanation  of  the  Virgin's  conception 
would  be  therefore,  that  the  ego  was  in  an  ecstacy  of  religious  and 
poetic  feeling  at  the  period  of  menses  and  that  the  visual  imag'^ry  was  domi- 
nant with  one  image,  the  image  of  nascent  ideal,  an  idea  of  many  genera- 
tions of  priestly  forbears,  i.  e.,  the  image  of  God.  In  Mary's  mind  this  ideal 
had  taken  the  impress  of  the  image  of  a  man.  And  under  the  aureola,  or 
emotional  energy  of  a  divine  nature,  her  mind  was  in  affinity  with  its  Au- 
thor. Mary  reflected  upon  her  approaching  union  with  her  espoused  husband 
.loseph,  for  in  her  mind  was-  the  Jewish  idea  of  the  hope  that  she  might  be 
the  future  mother  of  the  hope  of  Israel.  The  thought  would  fill  her  heart 
with  rapture,  and  at  this  moment  of  ecstatic  emotion  there  may  have  oc- 
curred a  sudden  revulsion  of  feeling,  her  abnormal  sense  of  shame  may 
have  caused  a  sudden  contraction  in  tlie  ova  nerves  somewhat  corres- 
ponding with  that  of  foreign  stimulus  as  that  which  occurs  in  normal  con- 
ception. There  had  occurred  an  impression  on  the  film  of  ovum,  an  im- 
pression of  a  foreign  nature,  for  the  light  in  affinity  with  the  spiritual 
aureola  had  impressed  the  image  of  God  on  its  magnetic  aioms.  In  this 
case  the  magnets  of  biologic  vitalisation  were  of  a  spiritual  character,  that, 
is  the  atoms  of  magnetic  influence  were  the  atoms  of  light  having  relational 
affinity  with  God.  But,  to  understand  my  meaning  the  reader  must  study 
my  writings  upon  the  question  of  the  origin  of  life  and  the  origin  of  mind. 
In  my  work.  An  Original  Hypothesis  of  the  Origin  of  Life,  I  enunciate  an 
idea  that  light  is  the  originator  of  life,  and  that  the  image  of  the  sun  Is 
the  originator  of  form,  that  form  found  its  origin  in  the  focus  of  atoms  of 
energy  intensely  and  persistently  stimulated  by  contraction  and  expansion 
caused  by  magnetic  relations.  That  the  incipiency  of  circular  form  is  the 
cause  of  circulation  of  the  blood.  That  it  is  atoms  seeking  equilibrium 
that  causes  circulation,  the  attraction  of  affinity  causing  stimulus  and  its 
radiation  of  corpuscular  matter  energising  organic  life.  In  the  work  re- 
ferred to  I  have  dealt  with  the  problem  of  propagation  of  organic  life,  de- 
fining it  as  the  touch  of  the  self-environment,  or  atoms  of  affinity  seeking 
equilibrium  in  the  impression  of  original  form.  Magnetic  affinities  drawn 
together,  as  being  relational,  cause  organic  adaptation  to  the  disturbance 
of  environment,  resulting  in  the  form  of  the  image  of  the  object  of  touch. 
Semi-foreign  contact  causes  contraction  and  expansion  of  molecules  of  light 
and  matter  resulting  in  circulation,  and  circulation  resulting  in  the  develop- 
ment of  impression,  and  the  development  of  impression  resulting  in  organic 
form.  Form  being  controlled  by  a  reflected  image  of  the  object  of  sexual 
touch.  Reflex  action  between  the  brain  and  the  ovum  causes  circulation  in 
the  embryonic  impression,  resulting  in  an  individual  after  the  type  of  its 
parents. 

In  the  case  of  the  Virgin  Mary  the  stimulus  of  semi-foreign  atoms  of 
pregnation  were  absent  other  than  those  of  a  bisexual  character  of  a  spiritual 
nature.  But  Mary  had  by  peculiar  hereditary  intuition  an  intuitive  sense. 
This  intuitive  sense  was  stimulated  by  poetic  talent  into  an  ecstacy  on 
occasions  of  devotion  adding  to  the  sense  of  visual  perception  the  sense  of 
hearing.  Her  spiritually  evolved  visual  perception  saw  an  etherial  form — an 
angel,  and  heard  a  voice  impressing  her  mind  with  a  train  of  conceptions 
magnifying  an  image  of  the  idea  of  God:  — 

"An  angel  came  in  unto  her  and  said:  Hail!  Thou  art  highly  favoured, 
the  Lord  is  with  thee,  Blessed  art  thou  among  women!  And  when  she 
saw  him  she  was  troubled  at  his  saying  and  cast  in  her  mind  what  manner 
of  salutation  this  should  be.  And  the  angel  said  unto  her,  fear  not  Mary  for 
thou  hast  found  favour  with  God.    • 

"And  behold  thou  shalt  conceive  in  thy  womb  and  bring  forth  a  son  of 
the  Highest  and  the  Lord  God  shall  give  unto  him  the  throne  of  his  father 
David.  And  he  shall  reign  over  the  house  of  Jacob  for  ever  and  of  his 
kingdom  there  shall  be  no  end. 

"Then  said  Mary  unto  the  angel:  How  shall  this  be  seeing  I  know  not 
a  man.  And  the  angel  answered  and  said  unto  her,  The  Holy  Ghost  shall 
come  upon  thee,  and  the  Holiest  shall  overshadow  thee;  the  Holy  Thing 
that  shall  be  born  of  thee  shall  be  called  the  son  of  God." — Luke,  1:27. 

Mark  the  stress  laid  by  the  writer  on  the  word,  the. pronoun  "thee"; 
this  emphasis  is  to  show  that  individuality  is  the  subject  matter  of  psycho- 


logical  treatise.  Individuality  is  the  cause  of  phenomenon  in  conception,  and 
ihat  this  being's  individuality,  blolosically  speaking,  was  her  intuitive  sense, 
and  that  this  sense  supplied  that  which  was  absent  in  normal  i)regnation. 
Tlie  vision  served  to  magnify  the  nascent  image  of  God  stamped  on  thi^ 
brain  during  many  generations.  This  magnification  of  an  image  of  a  man 
or  of  self  in  the  ideal  perception  was  what  taltes  place  in  sexual  conception. 
Under  the  intense  stimulus  of  the  ecstatic  vision,  and  train  of  poetic  con- 
ceptions, this  magnified  mental-image  was  transferred  to  the  ova-film,  the 
atoms  of  which  were  magnetically  relational  to  the  atoms  of  the  brain  films 
of  chromatic  pressure  culminating  in  the  image.  And  at  the  instant  of 
sensation  the  aperture  of  the  uterus  closed  by  a  nervous  contraction  of  the 
♦•motion  of  shame  abnormal  in  this  individual.  Contraction  would  result 
when  the  semi-foreign  atoms  repelled  or  attracted  the  atoms  of  the  ovum- 
impression,  as  in  normal  pregnation.  With  the  first  ecstatic  sensation  re- 
•sulted  the  mental  image,  and  with  the  second  the  transference  of  the 
mental  image  to  the  ovum,  and  accompanying  contraction,  the  closing  of 
the  aperture  excluding  light  and  touch  to  inner  pressure.  In  this  individual 
the  reflex  action  between  brain  and  ovum  was  stimulated  by  the  latter's 
affinity  with  the  divine  aureola  of  the  Virgin's  brain.  In  the  state  of  heredi- 
tary evolved  emotion  an  atmosphere  would  environ  the  brain,  a  field  of  force, 
as  of  polmic  generation,  perhaps  the  intire  form  was  thus  inducing  energy, 
and  this  atmosphere  of  mental  energy  would  effect  magnification  of  rela- 
tional atoms.  The  image  of  God  on  the  brain  would  be  the  potential  of  mag- 
netic atoms  of  pressure.  Therefore  the  womb  of  the  Virgin  closed  on  a 
•sensitised  ovum  creative  of  reflex  action  with  brainfilm-atoms  of  nascent 
procreative  stimulus.  Now  I  have  dwelt  upon  the  phenomena  of  foetal 
iievelopment  in  the  referred  to,  stating  in  my  hypothesis  of  light,  that 
when  the  mother  is  deeply  attached  in  emotional  feeling  to  the  author  of 
her  pregnancy  there  occurs  an  absorbtion  of  the  color  of  his  character, 
chromatic  groovings  of  habit  in  atoms  relational  to  light  are  thus  trans- 
mitted to  the  embryonic  brain  of  foetal  development.  This  imprint  of  traits 
of  character  of  the  father  are  absorbed  by  the  offspring's  brain  as  the 
petals  of  a  flower  absorb  the  light  relational,  and  these  chromatic  magnets 
are  the  poles  of  attraction  and  repulsion,  of  expansion  and  contraction.  To 
coin  a  word,  this  character-graph  of  the  pregnant  woman's  brain  is  automa- 
lic  in  that  it  is  involuntary  in  its  action,  the  individual  being  unaware  of 
its  process.  Good  and  bad  traits  of  character  are  alike  reflected  and  trans- 
mitted from  brain  to  brain.  Sympathy  so  sensitises  the  female  brain  that 
unconsciously  it  is  impressed  by  feelings,  look,  word,  and  motion  of  the 
beloved  stimulates  the  idea  of  character  with  relation  to  egotism  or  altruism 
A\^hich  form  the  magnetic  poles  of  the  mind  of  the  new  ego.  But  in  some 
instances  the  brain  adopts  an  ideal  character  either  of  self  or  of  that  which 
self  conceives  as  perfect.  This  was  the  case  in  Mary's  mind.  The  idea 
of  God  was  associated  with  everything  exalted,  pure,  and  lovely,  her  brain 
imaged  the  character-type  of  the  perfect  man  with  the  infinite  attributes  of 
The  Jewish  idea  of  God.  And  next  in  the  category  of  her  mind's  adoration, 
was  her  espoused  husband  .Toseph.  All  his  fine  character  was  magnified  by 
the  all  dominant  image  of  God.  And  as  the  flower  absorbs  relational  light 
and  quits  color  of  unrelational  nature  so  did  the  image  impression  upon 
the  ovum  absorb  the  light  environing  the  Virgin  Mary's  brain.  Image-im- 
pression of  the  form  of  God  in  the  physical  shape  of  man  quickened  under 
reflex  action,  psychological  and  physiological,  natural  and  divine. 

Belief  that  there  is  energy  of  a  divine  nature  is  well  founded  and  the 
>;oul  would  be  the  ego's  adaptation  to  relational  environment,  jtieuef  in 
God  is  the  incipiency  of  soul-life,  and  the  Hebrew  religion  was  the  matrix 
of  the  ego  of  spiritual  adaptation,  viz.,  the  Virgin  Mary,  Jesus  Christ  was 
the  new  type,  the  ego  of  eternal  existence.  Mary  was  the  Individual  of  psy- 
chological adaptation.  And  Jesus  was  the  Individual  of  Spiritual  Adaptation. 
The  Virgin  Mary,  as  an  Individual  evolved  by  psychological  stimulus,  be- 
came under  the  stimulus  of  the  latter,  creative  of  type,  spiritual  type,  the  off- 
spring of  whose  mind  would  be  the  soul-stimulus  of  mankind.  Whosoever 
jibsorbs  the  image  of  Christ  through  faith  and  meditation  of  his  character 
has  soul-growth  and  is  the  son  of  God,  begotten  by  divine  energy  and. 
formed  to  adapt  to  relational  stimulus  until  complete  in  the  image  of  God 
and  man.  In  science  we  use  the  words  experiment,  result,  intelli!?ence, 
certain  energies  result  in  certain  preconceived  order  by  certain  control 
showing  the  existence  of  mind,  law,  and  order,  hence  we  must  admit  a 
controlling  mind  in  the  order  of  organic  and  psychological  evolution.  This 
mind  we  image  in  the  person  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  climax  of  the  mind's 
idea  of  altruism. 


To  quote  again  from  St.  Matthew:— "Now  all  this  was  done  that  it  might 
be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  of  by  the  prophets,  saying:  Behold  a  Virgin 
shall  be  with  child,  and  shall  bring  forth  a  son,  and  they  shall  call  his 
name  Immanuel,  which  being  interpreted,  is,  God  with  us";  i.  e.,  during 
ihe  divine  experiment,  the  Author  of  Intelligence  saw  that  the  result  of  law 
and  order  in  organic  life  was  the  Individual  of  intuitive  sense,  whose  mind 
should  pregnate  the  divine  image  of  the  Author  of  mental  light. 

From  time  to  time  the  Jewish  nation  produced  prophets  whose  mental 
energy  was  attune  with  divine  energy.  And  that  these  mental  individuals 
defined  energy  in  organic  form  and  controlled  it  by  Hebrew  religious  rites 
and  formular,  and  deduction  showed  that  results  in  intuitive  individuality 
would  ensue  at  a  dated  period.  Moreover  that  this  Individual  of  spiritual 
type  would  sensitise  all  intellect  that  came  under  the  focus  of  his  character, 
that  the  stimulus  of  the  focus  of  altruism  in  his  self-sacrifice  would  magnify 
God's  image  in  the  soul-matrix  of  man's  mind,  and  stimulate  its  growth,  and 
the  man  in  God's  image  would  enter  Tipon  eternal  life.  Furthermore  that 
this  type  of  Intellect  would  carry  on  intellectual  progress  in  all  forms  of 
initiative  knowledge  and  invention.  That  in  Christ  God  would  be  with  us. 
or  with  mankind  with  the  same  relational  sympathy  as  that  of  the  parent 
and  the  child:  — 

Then  Joseph  being  raised  from  his  sleep,  did  as  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
had  bidden  him  and  took  unto  him  his  wife. 

"And  knew  her  not  till  shfe  had  brought  forth  her  first-born  son;  and  he 
called  his  name  Jesus." 

The  incarnation  is  so  natural  that  it  obscures  perception  in  the  unre- 
generated.  A  human  infant  in  all  appearances,  born  of  a  numan  being  in 
rhe  natural  way.  Matthew  and  Luke  deal  with  the  psychological  nature  4Bf 
the  phenomena  of  intuitive  conception,  but  so  wrapped  that  it  would  take 
the  mind  generations  to  ponder  it  out,  thjit  the  last  may  be  first  and  the 
first  last  in  the  stimulus  of  mind.  I  think  that  each  writer  of  the  Gospel 
made  his  language  a  clothing  of  two-fold  idea,  Matthew  taking  the  animal 
instinct  in  its  relation  to  divine  nature,  and  Luke  the  mental  instinct,  be- 
gotten of  mental  culture,  Mark  the  geographical  instinct,  and  the  effect  of 
environment  on  mental  development  and  John  the  spiritual  instinct,  wrapped 
in  metaphysical  idea-language.  St.  John  uses  more  obscure  expression  than 
the  other  apostles:  "In  the  beginning  was  the  word  and  the  word  was  with 
God  and  the  word  was  God";  i.  e.,  intuitive  expression  was  the  beginning. 
Creation  is  the  mental  expression  of  God.  Intellect  is  of  God,  Mind,  Law, 
Order,  Light  and  Life  spiritually  as  materially  are  connectives  embodyinp; 
energy  in  the  form  of  organic  shape.  As  the  word  is  impression  and  ex- 
pression so  is  Christ  the  impression  of  God's  mind  and  the  expression  of 
God's  mind.  As  the  sun  was  the  focus  of  form  begetting  organic  life,  so  was 
Christ  the  focus  of  form  begetting  soul-life.  And  soul  Individuality  is  begot- 
ten by  the  attraction  and  repulsion  of  good  and  evil  as  the  shrink  of  pain 
and  the  expansion  of  pleasure  begot  individuality  in  organic  form.  And  as 
affinities  seek  equilibrium  of  original  form,  so  the  character  of  Christ  in  the 
mind  of  the  believer  vitalises  material  nature  into  spiritual  form  as  that 
of  procreation.  There  is  reflex  action  between  energy  and  energy  until  every 
atom  of  the  human  body  is  magnified  by  the  potential  power.  For  as  tho 
word  evokes  impression  and  impression  evokes  expression  so  Christ  and 
the  soul  engender  light  relational  with  divine  intelligence.  It  is  the  light 
of  this  divine  energy  impressed  in  characters  of  sensation  as  that  of  the 
word  that  is  the  spiritual  stimulus  in  the  same  manner  as  it  is  in  intellectual 
stimulus.  John  wishes  to  express  the  scientific  truth  that  it  is  the  word 
which  distinguishes  mankind  from  the  rest  of  creation.  And  he  intimates 
the  relation  of  the  word  with  light  and  the  relation  of  light  with  life.  As 
the  eye  focuses  the  waves  of  light  with  relation  to  objects  of  chromatic- 
deflection  and  the  word  associates  them  with  conceptions  of  good  and  evil 
and  there  results  stimulus  of  organic  action,  so  the  soul  in  Christ  cor- 
responds with  environment  relational  to  divine  light,  and  growth  results  in 
individuality  of  the  type  of  its  Author: — 

"Now  when  Jesus  was  born  in  Bethlehem  of  Judea  in  the  days  of  Herod 
the  King,  behold,  there  came  wise  men  from  the  east  to  Jerusalem,  saying, 
where  is  he  that  is  born  King  of  the  Jews,  for  we  have  seen  his  star  in  the 
east,  and  are  come  to  worship  him". 

My  interpretation  of  the  wise  men,  and  the  star,  is  that  philosophy, 
other  than  that  of  the  Jews,  had  stored-up-knowledge  of  the  movement  of 
Abraham  and  his  religious  movement  of  rites  and  ceremonies,  with  the  cal- 
culation of  time  regarding  its  psychological  result.. 


That  at  (hat  time  there  were  minds  psychologically  attune  with  that 
of  Mary's  and  that  of  her  husband  Joseph.  That  the  east  was  mystic  ex- 
pression enwrapping  t,he  secret  of  organic  creation  with  regard  to  its  rela- 
tion to  light,  and  concerning  Hebrew  scientific  experiment.  The  writer 
has  in  mind  the  several  dates  initiative  of  Hebrew  philosophy.  And  certain 
dates  when  wide-spread  knowledge  gave  rise  to  emulation  and  calculation 
regarding  the  result  of  the  psychological  experiment  in  rites  and  formular 
such  as  marriage-selection  and  circumcision  and  altruistic  exclusivism. 
There  were  certain  dates  in  the  history  of  the  Jews  when  national 
upheaval  and  philosophic  principals  compelled  a  research  to  be  made  by 
Philosophy  as  to  the  claim  made  by  Hebrewism  to  intelectual  superiority 
and  progressive  dominancy.  The  10th  Chapter  of  Genesis  holds  the  wrapped 
intimation  of  one  such  philosophical  examination,  the  children  of  Shem  em- 
bodying the  idea  of  one-god-worship,  or  the  a'priori  idea  of  deity  as  having 
attributes  omnipotent.  Again  in  25th  Chapter  of  Genesis,  the  secret  is 
wrapped,  but  intimative  of  this  despersion  of  enlightenment  and  research. 
The  24th  Chapter  is  another  instance  of  such  psychological  movement  and 
.scientific  research,  showing  a  period  when  enlightenment  dispersed  by  He- 
brew idealism  was  again  focused  in  Hebrew  expiriment;  Prophet,  Seer,  Magi 
Egyptian  Priest,  Persian,  Phoenician  and  all  others  were  again  gathered  in 
the  focal  light  of  Hebrew  wisdom  expressed  in  the  personality  of  Solomon. 
There  was  in  the  reign  of  the  latter  a  wide  acknowledgement  of  Hebrew 
-superiority  in  initiative  enlightenment.  The ,  r|f,rsians  and  Midianites  were 
especially  relational  in  the  sympathy  with  Intiiitive  knowledge  held  by  the 
Hebrews.  Perhaps  the  latter  had  in  their  possession  astrologers'  records,  or 
.star-calculation  as  to  the  time  it  would  take  to  produce  a  psychological  re- 
-sult  through  persistence  in  Hebrew  exclusivism.  Perhaps  at  the  birth  of 
Jesus  Christ  these  calculations  had  been  revived  by  national  upheaval,  and 
ihe  Magi,  anxious  to  uphold  occult  art,  sought  the  magic  lode-stone  at  Jeru- 
.salem,  the  lodestar  of  calculation  and  intuitive  sense  guiding  them  to  the 
birthplace  of  the  Christ.  In  the  mystic  Essenes'  rites  and  formula,  and 
Pharisees'  doctrines,  and  initiancy  of  Baptism,  as  that  which  would  replace 
circumcision,  the  soul-life  of  the  world  was  finding  its  poles  at  Jerusalem, 
as  it  had  done  in  former  ages.  That  the  star  in  the  east  was  astrological 
language  for  reflection  of  divine  light  focussed  on  some  new-born  being  of 
great  initiative  and  intuitive  genius  is  obvious,  and  by  the  Magi  was  taken 
as  the  result  of  divine  experiment,  that  it  was  occult  attraction  drew  the 
latter  and  discovered  to  them  the  One  of  divine  genealogy  and  individuality. 
The  gifts  brought  by  the  wise  men  from  the  east  suggest  that  it  was  the 
priesthood  of  Persia.  These  were  rich  men,  Persia  having  at  that  period 
sreat  power  and  authority  with  other  imperial  powers.  The  gifts  may  de- 
note that  in  their  belief  they  had  supported  Hebrewism  by  sympathetic 
stimulus,  this  being  the  case  in  the  priest  of  Midian  and  Moses  relationship. 
Perhaps  the  Magi  had  the  secrets  of  the  Hebrew  religion  in  picture-written 
documents.  They  knew  that  the  object  of  Hebrew  stimulus  was  to  evolve 
occult  instinct  and  that  at  a  given  period  the  experiment  would  result  in  an 
individulal  of  psychic  Individuality:  — 

"When  Herod  the  king  heard  these  things  he  was  troubled  and  all  Jeru- 
salem with  him.  And  when  he  had  gathered  all  the  chief  priests  and  scribes 
together  he  demanded  of  them  where  Christ  should  be  born;  and  they  said 
unto  him,  in  Bethlehem  of  Judea;  for  thus  it  is  written  of  the  prophets, 
and  thou  Bethlehem,  in  the  land  of  Juda  art  not  least  among  the  princes 
of  Juda;  for  out  of  thee  shall  come  a  Governor  that  shall  rule  my  people 
Israel." — i.  e.,  there  was  grave  inquiry  amongst  the  philosophers  which  pro- 
voked the  Jewish  priestly  authorities  to  aid  research,  and  examination  of 
secret  documents  substantiated  the  fact  that  the  date  of  expectancy  had 
fallen  due.  Hebrewism  had  always  used  geographical  types  for  the  repre- 
.sentation  of  psychological  ideas.  Therefore,  Bethlehem  may  express  the 
place  of  spiritual  focus,  and  Juda  emotional  feeling,  controlled  by  psychologi 
cal  stimulus,  productive  of  intuitive  instinct.  Intimating  that  at  a  given 
period  there  would  result  Individuality  of  a  spiritual  type  whose  instincts 
would  seek  adaptation  in  spiritual  environment.  Scriptural  characters  in- 
timate that  from  time  to  time  human  beings  under  the  focus  of  divine 
energy  became  magnetised  and  responded  to  divine  Intelligence  in  the  ex- 
pression of  his  purpose^the  evolving  of  soul  from  life  and  mind.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  the  priestly  rulers  of  Jerusalem  at  the  period  of  the  birth  of  Christ 
were  so  devoid  of  spiritual  insight  that  they  failed  to  realise  the  result 
obtained  by  Hebrewism.  That  Mind  had  entered  the  land  of  promise.  Tl^ey 
were  so  sensuous  as  only  to  behold  material  prosperity  and  the  Christ  when 
begotten    did    not   appeal    to    them,    they   looked    for   material    advancement 


solely.  Jealousy,  envy,  and  pride  blinded  the  eyes  of  the  egotistic  priest- 
hood ruling  at  the  time  of  Christ:  — 

Then  was  fulfilled  that  which  was  spoken  of  by  Jermey  the  Prophet, 
saying:  In  Rama  was  there  a  voice  heard,  lamentations  and  weeping  and 
great  mourning,  Rachel  weeping  for  her  children,  and  would  not  be  com- 
forted because  they  are  not."  That  is,  the  prophet  saw  that  as  the  beauty 
of  high  ideal  displaced  that  of  aesthetic  beauty  discord  for  a  time  would 
result  as  the  necessary  stimulus  of  altruistic  action,  Rachel,  typifying  aesthe- 
tic sense  in  the  Hebrew  evolved  mind,  would  suffer  at  the  triumph  of  spirit- 
ual beauty,  and  in  the  concretion  of  energy  there  would  be  physical  suffering. 
That  in  the  foment  there  would  be  innocent  victims  sacrificed,  and  this  was 
what  took  place,  for  intellect,  dominated  by  the  stimulus  of  material 
beauty  and  sensuous  pleasure,  became  tyrannically  egotistical  and  arbi- 
trary allowing  the  animal  instincts  to  run  in  grooves  of  cruelty  and  cunning. 
Herod  was  the  ideal-expression  of  the  focus  of  egotism  at  this  period. 

"But  when  Herod  was  dead,  behold  the  angel  of  the  Lord  appeared  in  a 
dream  to  Joseph  in  Egypt,  saying:  Arise  and  take  the  young  child  and  his 
mother  and  go  into  the  land  of  Israel,  for  they  are  dead  which  saught  the 
young  child's  life  .  .  .and  he  came  and  dwelt  in  a  city  called  Nazareth, 
that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  of  by  the  prophets:  He  shall  be 
called  a  Nazarene."  That  is,  the  defferentiation  was  distinct  in  the  new 
type  of  spirituality.  Christ  had  instincts  solely  in  correspondence  with  di- 
vine energy,  his  mind  was  unique  in  its  quality  of  holiness.  There  may 
have  been  something  distinctive  about  the  geographical  nature  of  Nazrith 
intimating  the  magnetic  attraction  it  had  for  individuals  of  spiritual  sym- 
pathy this  significance  attracted  Joseph  and  Mary. 

In  my  other  works  on  Psychology  I  have  shown  that  mind  is  the  groov- 
ing of  color  forms  relational  to  light  and  objects  of  environment  evoking 
consciousness  of  self  with  relation  to  good  and  evil.  With  the  evolution  of 
language  mind's  imagery  was  classified  in  its  relation  to  pleasure  and  pain 
and  good  and  evil,  emotional  feeling  deepening  impression.  Thought  is  the 
power  to  hold  these  impressions  in  the  mind  ready  for  stimulus  of  action, 
but  only  the  altruistic  mind  can  reflect  deeply  upon  transcendent  ideals,  the 
conceptions  of  the  latter  provoke  altruistic  action  which  is  the  stimulus 
of  mind,  and  the  stimulus  of  the  growth  of  the  soul.  It  was  stimulus  of 
such  nature  which  evoked  the  prophetic  vision  in  the  Hebrew  mind  and  it 
was  its  magnetic  attraction  which  drew  the  Magi  to  the  potential  oj  mind's 
magnetic  power:  — 

"In  those  days  came  John  the  Baptist  preaching  in  the  wilderness  of 
Judea." — i.  e.,  at  this  time  of  fulfillment  of  prophecy  there  needed  to  be  a 
change  of  formular  and  ritual  regarding  psychological  stimulus.  Circum- 
cision had  done  its  work,  the  experimental  result  was  attained.  There 
needed  to  be  a  religious  rite  that  would  take  its  place.  One  of  a  less  re- 
pulsive nature  and  one  suitable  to  universal  application.  As  the  Hebrew 
intellect  had  been, held  in  focal  control  by  the  rite  of  circumcision  so  the 
embryo-mind  of  christian  belief  must  be  controlled  in  focus  with  Christ  by- 
similar  means.  For  though  remission  of  sins  came  through  Jesus  Christ, 
who  was  the  fulfillment  of  the  law  of  circumcision,  and  grace  took  the  place 
of  blind  religious  form,  yet  there  still  remained  the  natural  instinct  in  the 
offspring  of  the  early  chirstian,  mind  represented  in  the  latter  needed  psy- 
chological treatment.  Such  mind  was  compared  with  a  wilderness,  natural 
instinct  was  still  the  bias  of  mental  energy  unless  cultivated  by  psychologi- 
cal stimulus.  What  botanist  would  expect  to  evolve  a  new  flower  in  a 
wilderness  of  its  relational  type,  he  would  isolate  it  and  stimulate  it  after 
having  an  object  for  experiment.  John,  therefore,  preached  in  the  wilder- 
ness and  magnetically  drew  his  followers  to  the  place  of  magnetic  energy, 
the  zenith  of  which  was  reached  when  Jesus  submitted  to  the  new  order 
of  psychological  stimulus  :^ — "Then  went  out  to  him  Jerusalem  and  all  Judea 
and  all  the  region  about  Jordan. 

"And  were  baptised  of  him  confessing  their  sins." Showing  that 

religious  problems  of  such  a  nature  were  at  the  time  being  discussed,  and  that 
John  held  the  key  to  the  ancient  Hebrew  secrets  of  psychology,  and  pro- 
claimed his  message-  in  such  a  manner  that  it  drew  Scribes,  Pharisees,  and 
Saddusees  to  his  audience.  Intellect  thronged  to  hear  what  it  had  not  heard 
from  the  seat  of  culture  and  learning:  — 

"I  indeed  baptize  you  with  water  but  he  that  cometh  after  me  is 
mightier  than  I,  whose  shoes  I  am  not  worthy  to  bear,  he  shall  baptize  you 

with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  with  fire." i.  e..  Baptism  will  only  focus  the 

stimulus  of  understanding,  but  the  image  of  God  in  Christ  will  quicken 
the  soul  of  every  believer  without  formular.    Religious  instinct  may  be  con- 


1  rolled  by  iJsychologloal  means  but  consciousness  of  eternal  life  can  only  be 
liad  by  individual  faith  in  the  Christ  of  God:  — 

"And  Jesus  when  he  was  baptized  went  stralRht  out  of  the  water;  and, 
lo,  the  heavens  were  opened  unto  him,  and  he  saw  the  spirit  of  God  descend- 
ing like  a  dove  and  it  lighted  upon  him; 

"And  lo  a  voice  from  heaven  saying:     This  is  my  beloved  son  in  whom 

1  am  well  pleased." In  Christ  intuitive  instinct  and  natural  instinct 

were  equally  relational  to  their  divine  Author,  and  the  individual  controlling 
the  impitus  of  energies  so  relation  was  son  of  God  in  the  same  manner  as 
natural  offspring,  being  effected  by  similar  culminations  and  therefore  of 
lilce  relations.  The  New  Testament  adopts  the  ancient  method  of  express- 
ing truths  in  the  wrapped  language  of  idea  writing,  and  the  geographical 
placing  are  to  embody  psychological  ideas.  John,  and  his  ramient,  and  his 
food,  and  the  wilderness,  were  to  convey  ideas  of  the  affect  of  environment 
in  effecting  physical  and  mental  stimulus  with  relation  to  mind.  That  the 
natural  must  be  controlled  by  the  spiritual  and  psychical  through  the  focus 
of  incipiency  of  belief.  That  the  stimulus  of  an  incipient  nervous  shock 
should  not  be  abandoned,  but  that  it  should  be  of  universal  application. 

In  my  other  psychological  treatise  I  have  explained  the  nervous  affect 
of  the  rite  of  circumcision  upon  a  focus  of  ideas,  showing  what  it  might  be 
<-alculated  to  produce  with  relation  to  mental  capacity  held  under  such 
t'xperiment.  Therefore  I  shall  leave  alone  deductions  of  science  in  the  treat- 
ment of  my  subject  here,  and  confine  definition  to  the  relationship  between 
I  he  two  fonns  of  nervous  stimulus,  circumcision  and  baptism.  Each  of  these 
stimuli  was  to  be  administered  with  other  formular  such  as  marriage  selec- 
tion and  religious  instruction  in  righteous  conduct  and  belief,  God  as  the 
principal  of  such.  And  just  as  circumcision  was  an  artificial  shock  of  inci- 
piency of  habit  and  belief  so  was  baptism  an  artificial  shock  of  incipiency 
of  habit  and  belief,  each  were  calculated  to  energise  Incipient  memories  of 
teaching,  making  nascent  instinct  groove  into  habit  with  each  successive 
generation.  Making  evil  instinctively  revolting  and  making  good  the  way 
of  greatest  pleasure,  instinctively.  Making  it  nascent  instinct  as  that  of  the 
animal  that  takes  the  color  of  sheltering  environment  by  the  habit  of  as- 
sociating it  with  escape  from  pain.  Making  moral  instinct  the  mental  bias 
of  action  so  much  so  that  uncleanness  would  be  repulsive  to  the  ego  thus 
biased.  For  one  so  psychologically  biased  immoral  action  would  cause  great 
reflection  with  stricken  conscience  and  revulsion  at  a  repetition  of  the  im- 
moral action.  And,  as  I  have  shown  in  my  other  work,  it  is  mental  capacity 
of  the  kind  which  effect  the  evolution  of  human  intellect.  And  it  is  conflict 
which  is  the  stimulus  of  the  life  of  the  soul.  Not  only  uncleanness  of  a 
sexual  nature  but  every  shade  and  tint  of  evil  would  be  associated  with  un- 
cleanness in  the  individual's  categoiy  of  right  and  wrong,  causing  shame. 
Even  thoughts  of  uncleanness  such  as  lapses  into  mental  vagaries  and  all 
unrighteous  of  the  reflective  order  would  be  repulsive,  as  classified  with 
uncleanness  in  the  individual's  category  of  right  and  wrong,  beautiful  and 
unbeautiful.  Shame  and  mental  conflict  would  be  more  or  less  as  the 
mind  was  biased  and  emotional  capacity,  great  or  small,  and  according  as 
the  conscience  was  tender  through  instruction  and  psychological  hered'tary 
culture.  The  unconverted  child  of  christian  parents  would  find  it  easy  to  be 
good  and  veiy  painful  to  do  evil,  because  of  these  conflicts  of  mind.  And  as 
one  generation  succeeded  another  of  such  mental  capacity  belief  would  be 
natural  instincts.  But  neither  christian  nor  barbarian  is  born  outside  the 
pale  of  Divine  love,  and  whenever  a  soul  comes  under  the  focus  of  divine 
energy  its  way  is  converted,  material  darkness  is  turned  into  eternal  light, 
and  a  quickened  soul  enters  upon  eternal  life,  the  ego's  future  experience 
is  in  the  sphere  of  soul-sense,  environed  by  good  and  evil;  hence  it  grows 
and  is  magnetically  drawn  by  its  Author  into  his  circle  of  harmony.  Rites 
and  ceremonies  are  but  helps,  not  creators  of  soul. 

In  my  hypothesis  of  the  origin  of  organic  life  I  have  shown  that  the 
earliest  functions  of  focal  form,  or  celular  structure  controlled  by  solar 
locus,  was  contraction  and  expansion,  or  shrinking  and  delating.  That 
stimulus  of  cold  and  heat  was  the  cause  of  the  initial  energy,  moreover 
That  it  was  the  initial  form  of  energy  in  circular  focus  that  evolved  organ- 
isms, that  it  was  the  persistency  of  stimulus  thus  controlled  which  caused 
animation.  Now  I  wish  to  demonstrate  that  soul  life  follows  similar  lines 
of  expression.  That  the  embryo  soul  corresponds  to  light  and  darkness, 
taking  concrete  form  by  the  stimulus  of  light  and  darkness  in  the  form  of 
good  and  evil.  Jesus  Christ  underwent  this  shrinking  and  delation  of  snul- 
energy  in  an  intensified  degree.  At  the  period  of  crucifixion  the  soul-shrink 
was  at   its   highest  tension   expression  being  the   spiritualization  of  matter 


through  the  environment  of  habit  of  a  mental  order.  The  cause  of  disolu- 
tion  is  a  habit  of  mind.  In  the  life  of  Jesus  Christ  this  soul  expansion  was 
marked  a  period  of  adaptation  at  the  time  of  his  baptism  by  John  at 
the  river  Jordan,  and  its  corresponding  shrink  was  at  the  time  of  temptation 
in  the  wilderness. 

There  was  an  absorption  of  divine  energy  at  the  stimulus  of  John's 
preaching  resulting  in  a  burning  desire  for  holiness  of  the  Hebrew  concep- 
tion, hence  the  wilderness  engulfed  him  in  its  isolation  from  all  things 
evil.  Then  native  genius  began  to  assert  itself  restrained  by  the  intuitive 
sense  peculiar  to  the  individual  of  spiritual  type.  Jesus  heard  and  saw 
more  than  any  other  fellow  creature  ever  may  hear  or  see.  We  may  yet 
evolve  mental  capacity  to  conceive  how  real  that  temptation  was,  and  we  may 
now  realize  the  God-like  bias  of  the  mind  toward  good  which  caused  him  to 
repel  the  tempter  in  the  time  of  natural  physical  collapse.  The  mind  tri- 
umphed over  matter  when  the  ego  was  at  the  point  of  dissolution  through 
lack  of  physical  absorbtion  of  relational  matter  in  organic  stimulus.  For 
at  this  moment  divine  stimulus  was  withdrawn  in  the  same  manner  as 
physical  stimulus  was  withdrawn;  there  was  only  that  energy  which  was 
insulated  within  the  organism,  divine  and  natural.  At  the  shrink  of  Calvary 
mind  triumphed  over  matter  when  the  ego  was  at  the  point  of  dissolution 
for  lack  of  absorbtion  of  relational  energy  in  divine  light,  expansion  was  a 
God-magnetised  body,  something  which  saught  affinity  with  the  Author  of 
soul,  and  mind,  and  body:  — 

"Then  was  Jesus  led  up  of  the  spirit  into  the  wilderness  to  be  tempted 
of  the  devil.  And  when  he  had  fasted  forty  days  and  forty  nights  he  was 
afterwards  an  hungered.  And  the  tempter  came  unto  him  and  said:  If 
thou  be  the  son  of  God  command  that  these  stones  be  made  bread.  But  he 
answered  and  said:  It  is  written  man  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone,  but 
by  every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of  the  mouth  of  God." — i.  e.,  mind  shall 
not  evolve  by  material  things  stimulus  of  the  sort  which  applies  to  natural 
instinct.  Not  material  beauty  but  the  beauty  of  holiness  shall  energise  it. 
Insulated  energy  begotten  generated  by  self-conquest,  self-sacrifice  and  self- 
abnigation  for  the  uplifting  of  mind  together  than  self  is  whereby  man  shall 
live,  mental  energy  will  thus  be  parallel  with  divine  energy  creative  of  in- 
verse energy  and  will  of  the  form  and  substance  of  its  relational  potential. 
To  quote  from  Zecharah:  And  I  took  unto  me  two  staves  the  one  I  called 
Beauty  and  the  other  I  called  Bands  and  I  fed  the  flock";  i.  e.,  Aesthetic 
beauty  has  been  the  stimulus  of  human  instinct  and  instinct  has  been  bound 
by  habit,  so  the  beauty  of  goodness  shall  stimulate  the  soul  and  holy  habit 
shall  bind  the  energy  so  that  adaptation  must  be  in  the  line  of  spiritual  su- 
periority. Mind  shall  spiritualize  matter  and  not  matter  materialize  mind. 
Christ  was  begotten  of  the  Author  of  mental  energy  by  the  stimulus  of 
"Beauty  and  Bands".  In  his  supreme  temptation  to  break  these  bands  he 
quotes  the  words  of  a  progenitor:  "And  he  humbled  thee  and  suffered  thee 
to  hunger  and  fed  thee  with  manna  which  thou  knewest  not,  neither  did 
thy  fathers  know  that  man  doth  not  live  by  bread  alone  but  by  every  word 
that  proceedeth  out  of  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  doth  man  live".  Christ  was 
the  concrete  expression  of  this  energy  of  God,  hence  he  began  his  ministry 
with  these  bands  of  holiness  and  the  beauty  of  holiness  was  the  stimulus 
of  his  mind's  energy.  As  the  law  had  been  the  negative  so  Christ  was  the 
positive  of  the  image  of  God  as  the  scapegoat  had  borne  away  man's  sin  in 
type  so  Christ  had  borne  away  the  blame  of  original  sin,  and  His  image  in 
the  mind  should  destroy  sin  in  the  flesh.  Sexually  fortuitous  phenomena  Is 
dealt  with  in  my  treatise  on  the  origin  of  human  intellect. 

Christ  was  the  highest  type  of  self-sacrifice  in  that  he  became  "obedi- 
ent unto  death"  when  the  secrets  of  life  and  death  were  in  his  keeping  all 
the  mysteries  of  mind  were  in  his  possession  from  all  physical  evil  he  could 
have  saved  himself  but  "he  chose  rather  to  suffer".  Beauty  and  Bands  held 
the  „iind  of  the  Holy  One  of  Israel  in  eternal  focus  with  the  mind  of  God. 
As  a  man,  Jesus  left  man  to  be  the  valuer  of  his  actions,  and  God  the  valuer 
of  his  motives.  He  was  Faith  personified.  "Worthy  is  the  Lamb".  The  type 
begotten  of  faith,  the  divine  ego  begotten  of  faith-enkindled-light.  The  type 
was  negative  the  ego  begotten  of  it  was  positive  of  its  worthiness.  Faith 
and  self-sacrifice  took  a  wider  focus  in  Christ,  taking  in  the  whole  of  the 
human  family,  every  christian  becoming  magniftised  by  the  Radiations  of 
Love.  Hence  pleasure  is  more  persistent  than  pain,  and  life  triumphant 
over  death  and  love  greater  than  hate.  This  was  the  reason  why  Jesus  fol- 
lowed faith  when  intellect  bade  him  act  differently.  The  Tempter  reasoned 
that  he  leave  the  obscurity  of  Nazareth  for  the  central  point  of  culture,  Je- 
rusalem, but  faith  taught  obedience  to  intuitive  instinct  even  though  it  be 


tluty  <o  parents,  lowly  neighbors,  and  to  poor  sick  folk  in  a  humble  village 
He  pleased  not  himself".  No  doubt,  even  to  Jesus,  ambition  would  make 
an  appeal,  to  assert  self  in  higher  spheres  of  action  rather  than  be  hidden  in 
.1  wilderness.  The  brothers  of  Jesus  thought  so  and  it  was  this  every-day 
saintliness  which  repelled  the  Jews  and  their  rulers.  And  it  was  to  counter- 
act this  repellent  influence  that  Jesus  adopted  the  parable  as  a  mode  of  ex- 
pression. But  there  was  other  reasons  why  he  spoke  in  parables  which  1 
shall  explain  later.  It  took  the  psychological  shock  of  the  imprisonment  and 
<leath  of  John  the  Baptist  to  energise,  though  he  began  his  ministry  at  the 
•  ime  of  his  baptism  by  John,  the  vehement  preacher  of  repentence  was  suc- 
ceeded by  the  meek  and  lowly  Nazarene":— From  that  time  Jesus  began  to 
preach,  and  to  say  repent  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand."  The  psy- 
chological meaning  of  which  was  the  need  of  a  spiritual  reformation  that 
though  mind  and  matter  were  in  harmony  through  the  successful  climax  of 
laith  and  formular  yet  sensitive  feeling  must  come  within  the  fooal  area  of 
belief  in  Jesus  Christ  or  individual  benefit  would  not  ensue  as  the  new  dis- 
pensation was  through  Christ,  and  Jew  and  Gentile  may  come  within  its 
ladience.  Moreover,  that  it  was  the  sin  of  unbelief  that  prevented  souls 
loni  being  attracted  to  the  radius  of  God-energy  expressed  on  his  son  Jesus 

liiisi:— "And  leaving  Nazareth,  he  came  and  dwelt  in  Capernaum 

■We  observe  that  Jesus  followed  geographical  prophecy,  showing  that  the 
magnets  of  his  mental  energy  were  expressions  of  divine  energy.  The  two- 
fold meaning  of  prophetic  utterance  was  sustained  in  his  life's  expression, 
lie  was  the  "word  of  God,  the  expression  of  divine  emotion  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  the  word  is  the  expression  of  Ijuman  emotion,  begotten  of  love  or 
sympathy  as  originated  the  vocal  utterance  of  mankind:  "And  Jesus  went 
Jibout  all  Gallilee  teaching  in  their  synagogues  and  preaching  the  gospel  of 
rhe  kingdom  and  healing  all  manner  of  diseases  and  all  manner  of  sickness 
among  the  people". 

At  the  advent  of  the  ministry  of  Our  Lord  philosophic  teaching  amongst 
.lew  and  Gentile  had  attained  to  hight  unequalled  In  the  world's  history. 
Greek  vied  with  Greek  and  Jew  with  Jew  in  the  attainment  of  knowledge. 
Philosophy  was  searching  for  the  mystery  concerning  life  and  death  and  the 
principles  of  being.  Amongst  the  Jews  at  that  time,  according  to  Josephus, 
there  were  three  leading  sects  in  Jerusalem,  foremost  of  which  were  the 
Essens.  This  sect  was  far  reaching  in  its  embrace  of  membership,  and  pop- 
ular with  the  common  people  because  of  communistic  principles.  Cleanli- 
ness of  body  and  mind,  abstemmiousness  and  humility  were  involved  in  the 
doctrine  of  this  religious  sect,  as  also  was  sexual  purity:  See  Josephus,  Jew- 
ish war,  VIII.II.8.(106).  The  lucid  description  by  the  latter  would  lead  one 
TO  think  that  John  the  Baptist  had  been  under  the  influence  of  this  sect. 
And  the  early  Christians  were  similar  in  ethical  construction.  But  the  deep 
secrets  of  the  science  of  psychological  deduction  must  have  been  revealed 
10  John  through  spiritual  intuition,  in  the  silence  of  meditation  John  heard 
and  saw  and  understood  spirituaul  mystery  At  the  imprisonment  of  John 
the  Baptist  Jesus  attracted  the  latter's  disciples  and  followers,  and  under 
the  auspices  of  Christ  they  carried  on  the  Baptists'  work:  "and  Jesus  him- 
self baptised  not.  but  his  disciples." 

The  beatitudes  were  psychological  results  in  character-expression  be- 
gotten by  Jewish  doctrine  and  now,  through  Christ,  available  to  the  world  at 
large  through  faith  in  him.  Therefore,  the  burthen  of  Christ's  message  was 
the  relationship  between  God  and  man — the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the 
Brotherhood  of  man  in  Christ.  He  spoke  of  himself  as  the  son  of  man  to 
express  the  sympathy  between  spirit  and  flesh  in  its  atomic  relationship. 
And  relationship  of  such  an  order  would  evolve  through  faith  in  Christ  and 
Christian  doctrine,  eternal  existence. 

His  first  discourse  was  on  repentance  of  the  sin  of  unbelief,  unbelief  in 
God's  promise  to  afflniate  Himself  with  mind  in  his  faith — ^begotten  image — 
Jesus  Christ.  Hence  Jesus  collected  his  affinities  as  the  lightning  is  at- 
tracted to  the  earth  and  taught  them  parables  or  character- sketches,  that 
were  in  harmony  or  out  of  harmony  with  himself.  Souls  are  drawn  by  re- 
lationship into  the  divine  circle  of  spiritual  energy  finding  at  this  time  its 
focus  in  Christ  as  the  image  of  God.  Jesus,  at  this  time  of  his  ministry, 
expressed  God's  image  and  character  in  word,  deed  and  thought.  He  showed 
pleasure  and  displeasure  at  good  and  evil,  love  and  indignation,  he  did  not 
shrink  from  the  duty  to  reprove  hypocracy  and  unbelief,  and  expressed  in 
unmistakable  language  the  hatefulness  of  characters  of  evil  habit,  giving  in- 
dividual examples  upon  which  he  focused  the  full  light  of  truth.  At  this 
period  such  characters  occupied  the  seats  of  law  and  government  both  re- 
ligious  and  secular.     Both  individually  and  collectively  was  reproof  gives. 


sometimes  tjie  expression  toolv  tlie  wooing  form  of  the  parable  and  at  others 
direct  reproof  was  dealt  out  to  the  guilty  individual.  Love  and  Hate,  good 
and  evil,  were  expressed  in  characters  unmistakable,  these  magnets  of  will 
in  the  Christ  were  so  balanced  that  under  their  stimulus  his  whole  body 
was  aflame  with  insulated  energy.  And  it  was  when  this  energy  found  rela- 
tional affinity  that  he  worked  the  miracles,  thus  images  of  health  relation- 
ally  magnetic  were  transferred  to  the  minds  in  affinity,  local  circulations  as 
disease  were  released  from  the  pressure  of  evil  in  images  of  belief,  mira- 
cles of  raising  the  dead  and  walking  on  the  water  are  explainable  in  the 
same  way  the  magnetic  power  in  his  body  made  the  waves  repel  his  touch 
as  hot  iron  will  float,  and  this  consciousness  of  the  control  of  matter  by 
mind  gave  him  equilibrium  and  motive  power,  he  thus  walked  upon  the 
waves.  In  recalling  animation  this  magnetism  reanimated  the  organism  until 
circulation  was  at  an  equibalance,  rigormortis  is  caused  through  a  circula- 
tion ceasing,  and  death  is  caused  through  a  lack  of  radiation  of  corp- 
usculs  and  atoms  of  solar  relationship. ..  .The  eyes  glaze  because  the  po- 
lemic forces  of  inner  and  outer  radiation  cease  to  repel  and  attract.  Death 
was  caused  by  the  inner  functions  not  corresponding  with  the  outer  neces- 
sary to  the  equibalance  of  the  organism.  Hence,  in  these  individuals  whom 
Christ  raised  from  the  dead,  there  was  affinity  with  his  divine  nature,  life 
caused  through  solar  light  finds  it  parallel  in  divine  light  of  spiritual 
force,  and  as  the  sun  magnetises  atoms  in  affinity  so  Christ  magnetised 
and  radiated  atoms  in  affinity,  he  restored  the  equibalance  to  its  rythmat- 
ical  action.  Lazarus  had  lain  four  days  in  the  grave  when  he  was  revital- 
ized, but  his  sickness  and  the  moment  of  collapse  was  known  unto  the  sym- 
pathetic mind  of  his  Lord.  The  magnetic  sympathy  flowing  between  the 
soul  of  the  suffering  disciple  and  his  Lord  caused  disolution  to  be  pro- 
longed until  the  arrival  of  the  Master.  The  psychic  energy  of  the  grooving 
of  habit  which  is  the  cause  of  the  feeling  of  grief  was  with  Jesus  the  soul- 
shrink  necessaiy  for  the  expansion  which  reached  its  highest  tension  in  the 
loud  voice  which  bade  Lazarus  arise  and  come  forth.  It  was  this  soul-sym- 
pathy with  the  grooving  of  habit  of  thought  and  action  that  empowered 
Jesus  to  read  the  minds  of  his  brethern  in  the  flesh,  together  with  the 
intuitive  sense,  reading  mind- characters  as  we  read  types  and  things  repre- 
sented thereby.  The  stubborn  Saddusee,  dogmatic  in  his  principles,  and 
the  egotistic  Pharisee  perceived  that  Jesus  read  the  mind's  innermost  thought. 
no  matter  how  complacent  the  facial  expression  through  ease  and  self-con- 
ceit, and  it  made  them  hate  him  the  more:  "they  hated  him  without  a 
cause'".  The  decernment  of  the  lack  of  holiness  was  no  cause  for  hatred 
when  it  was  a  Jew's  chief  obligation  to  be  holy.  Christ  was  inherently 
holy  and  thus  attracted  characters  attune  with  the  light-waves  of  the  mind. 
Therefore  we  find  that  it  was  about  the  time  of  the  murder  of  John  the 
Baptist  for  his  loyalty  to  holiness  that  Jesus  was  ti-ansfigured.  The  com- 
bat between  good  and  evil  focused  in  the  Christ-Individual,  he  being  of  the 
highest  potential  in  the  energy  of  holiness.  He  was  aglow  with  divine  light 
effected  by  the  polemic  combat  of  good  and  evil  and  therefore  attracted  like 
characters  of  spiritual  expression  in  relation  with  the  groovings  of  his 
mind's  energy.  The  spiritual  organism  may  find  rythmical  equilibrium  in 
the  balance  of  relational  energy  as  the  material  organism  does.  Hence  these 
figures  found  form  reciprocal  exchange  of  relational  expression  in  light  and 
matter.  The  selection  of  Peter  and  John  and  James  to  be  the  administrat- 
ors of  this  reciprocal  energy  in  its  concrete  expression  was  divinely  typical 
of  the  early  Church  and  her  part  in  sensitising  matter  through  the  power  of 
faith  in  Christ.  Intuitive  sense  would  magnify  relational  matter  controlling 
energy  until  the  balance  of  relational  energy  found  equilibrium  in  original 
form,  i.  e.,  man  would  have  a  glorified  form  as  that  of  Christ  at  the  trans- 
figuration, and  after  his  ressurection,  and  the  Church  typified  in  the  three 
demonstrative  disciples  was  to  express  this  initial  after  the  resurrection  of 
Her  Lord. 

In  my  work  on  the  original  of  life  I  treat  on  Intellect  as  distinct  from 
Instinct,  showing  it  to  be  the  control  of  stimulus  of  visual  perception.  And 
I  have  spoken  of  the  Hebrew  ritual  and  formular  as  psychological  stimulus 
calculated  to  control  Intellect,  giving  the  will  a  bias  towards  holiness.  More- 
over, that  it  was  this  combat  of  conscious  which  generated  that  energy  of 
soul-life.  Now  in  early  data  of  Christ's  ministry  he  expressed  holiness  of 
character  in  himself,  and  in  definite  examples  of  other  characters  of  holi- 
ness. The  Jewish  law  had  had  the  control  of  intellect  before  the  birth  of 
Christ,  but  now  that  "The  word  was  made  flesh  and  dwelt  amongst  us  he 
was  the  expression  of  the  Father",  the  God  of  holiness.  Christ  was  now 
the   controller  of  Intellect  and  the  king  of  the  kingdom  of  mind,  he  con- 


trolled  animal  instinct  by  the  stimulus  of  his  Ideal-Character:  "Tell  the 
daughter  of  Slon.  Behold  thy  King  cometh  unto  thee,  meek  and  sitting  upon 
an  ass,  and  the  colt  the  foal  of  an  ass".  1.  e„  tell  the  Hebrew  rulers  that 
the  law.  as  the  matrix  of  Ideal-Beauty,  has  given  birth  to  the  man  of  spirit- 
ual control,  and  that  animal  instinct  thus  controlled  may  become  the  image 
of  God.  for  the  beauty  of  his  character  will  be  the  stimulus  of  mind  until 
matter  and  mind  are  magnetised  by  the  energy  of  love,  and  the  human  form 
is  the  form  of  God:  — 

And  a  very  great  multitude  spread  their  garments  in  the  wav 

and  the  multitudes  that  went  before  and  they  that  followed,  cried:  Saying 
Hosanna  to  the  son  of  David.  Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Hosanna  in  the  highest!  And  when  he  was  come  into  Jerusalem  all 
the  city  was  moved,  saying,  who  is  this. 

And  Jesus  went  into  the  temple  of  God  and  cast  out  all  them  that 
sold  and  bought  in  the  temple  and  overthrew  the  tables  of  the  money-chang- 
ers and  the  seats  of  them  that  sold  doves,  and  said  unto  them:  "It  Is  writ- 
ten my  house  shall  be  called  the  house  of  prayer  but  ye  have  made  It  a 
den  of  thieves." 

Jesus  Christ  thus  emphasized  his  character  and  maintained  purity  of 
spiritual  stimulus  incorporated  in  formular  and  ritual  and  doctrine  inti- 
mating the  stimulus  of  his  divine  character  within  the  temple  of  the  body. 
Christ,  the  spiritual  Individual,  begotten  by  the  control  of  animal  instinct 
by  doctrine. 

Christ  was  the  ideal  image  of  God  expressed  in  ideal  character  through 
the  word  as  a  medium  of  expression;  and  the  ideally  begotten  individuual  In 
the  material  form  of  man  would  be  the  end  of  time,  such  a  medium  of  mind 
and  matter  would  know  no  disolution,  thus  the  image  of  Christ,  focussing  all 
worded  expression,  all  conceptions  of  goodness  in  the  mind,  will  transform 
man  into  the  image  and  form  of  God  as  that  of  the  risen  Christ.  And  from 
hence  all  intellectual  progress  shall  find  Its  origin  in  the  focus  of  the 
Christ-character;  and  christian  character  shall  be  the  initiative  of  original 
i.i^a  culminating  in  invention  and  art  and  science.  And  that  even  natural 
forces  shall  be  controlled  by  the  power  of  intellect,  generated  in  combat 
with  evil.  Thus  the  future  evolution  of  mind  would  be  through  the  stimu- 
lus of  the  character  of  Christ  and  his  image  focussed  in  the  mind  of  the  in- 
dividual 01"  faith  or  in  the  mind  of  the  believer.  Hence  to  transcribe  the 
beautiful  passage  of  scripture  thus: — O  Intellect  nurtured  in  the  lap  of 
material  beauty,  behold  thy  control  cometh  in  the  focus  of  the  Image  of  God 
in  the  material  form  of  man. 

This  Individual  (Spiritual  and  Material)  expressed  man's  control  of  the 
universe  of  physical,  mental  and  spiritual  energy.  Mind,  as  Christ,  shall 
knov/  the  laws  controlling  organic  and  inorganic  life,  animal  and  psycholog- 
ical instinct  and  enter  upon  eternal  existence.  As  Christ,  such  Individuals 
of  spiritual  evolution  shall  have  the  power  of  the  master  in  the  working  of 
miracles:  "Behold  now  are  we  the  sons  of  God  and  it  doth  not  yet  appear 
wha;  we  shall  be." 

Christ's  control  of  inorganic  life  and  its  laws  was  expressed  in  the  with- 
ering of  the  fig-tree,  and  again  that  over  the  elements  of  force  in  the  stilling 
of  the  tempest  and  the  walking  on  the  water,  and  in  the  creation  of  food. 
x\nd  he  expressed  his  control  of  the  laws  of  animal  instinct,  and  the  law 
controlling  psychological  instinct  in  the  healing  of  the  Gadarine  demoniac, 
and  in  the  providing  of  tribute  money  from  the  fish,  and  the  expression  of 
the  control  of  mind  in  the  various  miracles  he  wrought  in  the  healing  of  body 
and  mind,  and  his  control  of  spiritual  forces  was  shown  in  such  miracles  as 
the  casting  out  of  unclean  spiritual  ideas,  or  spirits  and  the  raising  of  the 
draii.  In  my  hypothesis  of  the  origin  of  life  and  mind  I  have  shown  that  it 
is  combinations  of  imagery  in  visual  perception  which  cause  disease,  and  in 
the  casting  out  of  the  unclean  spirit  these  ideal  images,  or  the  atoms  of 
rensation,  had  become  so  organized  in  the  mental  capacity  that  the  stimulus 
of  ouler  or  inner  effected  will-power,  and  that  the  control  of  these  stimuli 
by  the  mind  of  another  would  effect  organic  action  in  the  affected  individual. 
Christ  gave  negatory  effect  to  these  evil  concepts,  and  positive  effect  to  the 
good  concepts  creative  of  healthy  habit,  commanding  health  and  sanity  of 
mind.  I  have  shown  in  my  other  treatise  that  insanity,  disease,  sinile  de- 
cay, and  death  are  the  circulation  of  conceptions  of  belief.  Jesus  Christ  un- 
derstood the  laws  which  had  evolved  the  ego  body,  mind,  and  soul,  and 
therefor-^  controlled  it  from  his  seat  of  Individuality.  He  was  the  higher 
potential  of  the  magnets  of  expression.  He  was  controller,  and  supreme 
ruler  of  every  form  of  expression  in  mind,  matter,  and  force,  or  force  and  its 
medium.     In  chaos  and  order  and  in  equilibrium  and  unequibalance  he  was 


rlie  spiritual  luier  the  controller  of  the  united  kingdoms  of  mind,  spirit  and 
matter. 

The  reason  why  Jesus  spoke  mostly  in  parables  was  to  maintain  the  or- 
der of  expression  adopted  by  the  patriarchs  through  spiritual  intuition,  the 
language  of  idea-groups  or  a  cinematic  group  of  mental  imagery  conveying 
an  imitus  of  action  peculiar  in  its  appeal  to  those  who  were  initiated,  in 
such  it  would  act  with  so  great  a  pressure  that  it  would  cause  involuntary 
action  as  that  of  an  autonialon.  Thus  he  was  enabled  to  examine  the  soul 
<!apacity  of  the  mind  and  its  stimulus  by  natural  means.  The  Bible,  in  my 
analysis  of  it,  is  all  written  in  this  picture-form  of  manifold  ideas,  and 
.several  hooks  in  particular  ore  wrapped  in  this  figurative  language  of  tnree- 
fold  expression,  so  as  to  be  applicable  only  to  certain  minds  who  heredi- 
tar/  belief  are  capable  of  stimulation,  and  reciprocal  expression,  amongst 
which  are  the  Songs  of  Solomon,  the  Book  of  Genesis  and  Daniel,  Ruth,  Es- 
le]'.  and  Revelations,  and  some  others  perhaps;  the  mind  capable  of  under- 
-standing  must  be  in  affinity  with  the  energy  that  inspired  the  author,  for 
they  are  peculiarly  the  thought  of  inspiration,  the  mind  of  the  reader  must 
be  also  relational  to  the  Divine  Author  which  stimulated  expression  to  convey 
truth  to  mind.  There  must  be  an  atomic  affinity  and  an  individual  rela- 
Tionship  of  mind  and  then  the  groovings  of  relational  impressions  of  stim- 
ulus will  find  parallel  expression. 

The  sect  of  the  Essens  originated  in  the  order  of  this  meditation  upon 
holy  scripture.  Mary,  the  Holy  Virgin,  "pondered  in  her  heart",  her  emo- 
tional feelings  were  thus  stimulated  by  such  wrapped  meditation,  every  atom 
of  her  mind  was  in  relational  affinity  with  these  divine  impressions,  hence 
she  gave  them  phenomenal  expression,  we  may  be  sure  left  us  the  whole 
truth  wrapped  in  these  parables.  All  things  relational  to  himself  and  his 
•church  and  the  way  of  mind  in  its  triumph  over  matter  is  conveyed  therein 
to  the  soul  which  is  reciprocal  in  divine  energy.  What  do  we  desire  to  ex- 
press .'  With  the  magnet  of  his  image  in  our  mind  we  may  get  the  imag- 
ery of  the  worded  expression  of  any  truth  by  meditating  upon  his  wrapped 
utterances  to  be  found  in  the  gospels,  that  is  if  we  are  in  affinity,  and  in 
harmony  with  him.  If  the  mind  of  an  individual  was  already  in  possession 
of  scientific  knowledge,  as  was  Nicodemus  then  Jesus  did  not  wrap  the  ex- 
pression more  than  was  necessary  for  the  stimulus  of  reflection,  therefore, 
in  his  discourse  upon  the  second  birth  he  used  language  which  should  have 
appealed  to  every  ruler  of  the  Jews,  for  the  whole  law  is  based  on  the  psy- 
chological principle  to  which  Jesus  referred,  and  this  is  why  he  assumed 
astonishment  at  the  scientific  ignorance  of  Nicodemus:  "art  thou  a  ruler  of 
Israel  and  knowest  not  these  things?"  1.  e.,  are  you  a  Jewish  counseller  and 
not  acquainted  with  the  psychological  significance  of  the  Scripture?  Had 
Nicodemus  known  the  scientific  cause  of  birth  the  whole  biological  truth 
of  conception  he  would  not  have  marvelled  at  the  simile  as  a  form  of  ex- 
pression. The  embroyo  soul  may  be  likened  to  the  embroyo  body  with  rela- 
tion to  its  affinity  with  light  Had  Nicodemus  known  these  things  he  would 
have  also  known  the  origin  of  christ-individual  and  have  associated  him 
with  the  soul-stirring  personality  who  discoursed  with  him  upon  this  oc- 
casion:— 

And  Jesus  said  unto  him:  "Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man 
he  born  again  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God." 

Nicodemus  said  unto  him:  "How  can  a  man  be  born  when  he  is  old  can 
be  enter  the  second  time  into  his  mother's  womb  and  be  born?" 

"And  Jesus  said  unto  him:  Except  a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the 
spirit  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God."     John  111:3-5. 

Jesus  Christ  endorsed  patriarchal  redundancy  to  mark  a  double  signifi- 
cance in  the  expression,  thus:  verily,  verily,  emphasized  the  double  truth 
conveyed.  In  the  first  instance  his  words  were  significant  of  the  relation  oi" 
birth  of  the  soul  being  in  its  process  parallel  with  the  birth  of  the  body,  and 
in  the  second  between  the  believer  and  Christ.  My  hypothesis  of  concep- 
tioii  is  illustrative  of  Christ's  meaning.  In  treating  the  phenomenon  I  de- 
scribe the  brain  of  the  pregnant  as  like  the  recorder  of  cinematograph  that 
impressions  of  sensation  are  recorded  on  the  brain-development  of  the  em- 
bryo mind  similar  to  photography.  The  full  explanation  is  given  in  of  this 
reflex  action  in  my  work  upon  the  origin  of  life,  the  reflex  action  between 
The  brain  and  the  ovum,  also  the  magnetic  power  of  deflected  light  with  the 
polemic  power  of  rotating  in  its  atoms,  together  with  their  power  of  ab- 
^cription  by  atoms  of  relational  affinity.  Now  I  assvune  in  the  analysis  and 
deduction  referred  to  that  the  brain  has  taken  the  impress  of  parental  char- 
acter in  atoms  of  deflected  light,  colour-waves  relational  to  the  images'  of 
Thought  and  relational  to  the  image  of  pregnancy,  and  that  repulsion  and  at- 


tractfon  upon  a  foois  quicken  life  and  develop  form.  That  radiation  causes 
animation,  and  magnetic  deflection  causes  circulation,  and  the  control  of  de- 
velopment in  relational  form  through  focussed  Impression  causes  individu- 
ality 

Now  this  hypothesis  illustrates  the  birth  of  the  soul  through  faith  in 
God.  And  for  full  redemption  of  the  body,  there  must  be  faith  in  Christ 
before  the  advent.  "1  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth;"  Job.  Christ 
the  focussed  form  of  man  in  the  thought-expression  of  God,  perfect  in  good- 
ness, this  is  the  mental  impression  which  is  going  to  generate  soul-life 
having  reflex  action  between  the  Mind's  Author  and  its  ego  self.  And  this 
soul-life  finds  individuality  through  the  quickening  power  of  faith.  Faith  is 
the  medium  of  relational  affinity  between  Christ  and  the  believer.  Soul  In- 
dividuality is  the  result  of  reflex  action,  reflection  of  light  through  the 
medium  of  faith  and  sin  and  conscience  are  the  polemic  energisers  of  soul- 
life,  radiating  the  soul-self  with  elation  to  the  light  of  God-energy  through 
the  reflected  image  of  Christ.  As  visual  conceptfon  is  the  environment  of 
mind,  and  visual  impression  is  the  environment  of  sensation,  conception  and 
impression  of  conception  environs  spiritual  control.  In  his  first  expression 
of  truth,  in  his  discourse  with  Nicodemus,  Christ  said:  ye  cannot  see  the 
kingdom  of  God.  The  first  was  in  relation  to  the  soul,  and  the  second  was 
in  relation  to  the  Church: — Except  a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the 
spirit  he  cannot  enter  the  kingdom  of  God,  i.  e.,  except  natural  phenomena 
are  adjusted  by  natural  means  organic  energy  will  not  control  relational 
environment,  stimulus  must  proceed  organic  action.  As  circumcision  evolved 
phenomenal  sensation,  so  must  baptism  replace  it  in  psychological  stimulus 
in  the  focus  of  the  organism  of  spiritual  energy:  — 

"For  God  so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  son  that 
whosoever  believed  in  him  should  not  perish  but  have  everlasting  life". 
John  111:16.  Meaning  that  divine  connection  is  so  relationally  sensitive  to 
material  creation  that  affinitive  development  follows  original  stimulus  and 
energy  as  that  of  the  author  of  mind  will  beget  energy  of  relational  form, 
and  will  find  eternal  stimulus  and  eternal  being.  "He  gave",  i.  e.,  divine 
sympathy  followed  relational  groovings  of  minds'  environment  of  self-sacri- 
tice  for  higher  ideal  form.  Self-sacrifice  for  ideal  forms  of  perfection  and 
self's  good  through  the  good  obtained  for  another  were  the  magnets  of  force 
which  generated  mental  energy  and  cerebral  capacity  evolving  mind.  And 
when  this  individual  mind,  or  mental  capacity  in  united  states  of  energy, 
such  as  Christ  through  faith,  the  individual  would  become  magnetised,  and 
every  atom  of  being  would  have  relational  affinity  with  its  higher  potential 
so  that  the  soul  of  the  believer  would  generate  magnetic  power  to  draw 
his  material  atoms  of  relational  sympathy,  and  so  put  on  immortality  and 
eternal  life.  This  mystery  will  manifest  itself  in  the  organic  body  of  the 
Church  when  she  puts  on  the  whole  armour  of  righteousness,  in  Belief, 
Work,  and  psychological  organization.  Then  will  Mind  come  into  her  full 
inheritance  and  the  material  self  will,  through  spiritual  knowledge  adapt 
itself  to  its  joint  environment  of  body,  mind,  and  spirit.  Then  will  be  the 
end  of  time,  and  Christ  Jesus  will  reign  in  the  new  Jerusalem  upon  earth— 
A  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth  will  be  manifest  through  the  Christ  as  the 
highest  potential  of  spiritual  energy.     Hail  Emanuel!     God  with  us! 

The  world  coming  to  an  end  has  always  been  an  interesting  subject. 
Jesus  dealt  with  the  idea,  and  referred  to  Daniel  in  his  discoui-se  upon  the 
destruction  of  the  temple  and  events  following.  Hence  I  will  endeavor  to 
analyze  the  text  in  the  light  of  modern  science  and  in  the  hypothesis  re- 
vealed to  me.  Quoting  again  from  St.  Saint  Matthew: — And  Jesus  went  out 
and  departed  from  the  temple  and  his  disciples  came  to  him  for  to  show 
him  the  buildings  of  the  temple.  And  Jesus  said  unto  them:  See  ye  not  all 
these  things?    Verily  I  say  unto  you:  There  shall  not  be  left  here  one  stone 

upon  another  that  shall  not  be  thrown  down And  as  he  sat  upon  the 

Mount  of  Olives  the  disciples  came  to  him  privately,  saying:  Tell  us  when 
shall  these  things  be?  And  what  shall  be  the  sign  of  thy  coming  and  the 
end  of  the  world?  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them:  Take  heed  that 
no  man  deceive  you.  For  many  shall  come  in  my  name  saying  I  am  Christ 
and  shall  deceive  many;  i.  e..  The  repelling  element  in  the  Church's  organ- 
ism which  shall  cause  the  necessary  friction  for  the  generation  of  soul-life 
will  come  in  the  form  of  false  doctrine  generative  of  malice  and  persecu- 
tion, but  individuals  of  faith-begotten  mind  shall,  by  vigilance,  detect  error 
and  falsehood:  — 

"And  ye  shall  hear  of  wars  and  rumors  of  wars:  See  that  ye  be  not 
troubled  for  all  these  things  must  come  to  pass,  but  the  end  is  not  yet;" 
1.  e.,  the  states  of  being  may  be  controlled,  stimulus  of  a  psychological  na- 


ture  may  effect  visual  perception,  nevertheless  the  equilibrium  of  the  be- 
liever is  maintained  because  it  is  focussed  upon  the  image  of  Christ: — "For 
nation  shall  rise  up  against  nation  and  kingdom  against  kingdom  and  there 
shall  be  famines  and  pestilences  and  earthquakes  in  divers  places;"  i.  e.,  na- 
tural stimulus  of  physiological  and  psychological  adjustment  shall  increase 
in  persistency  and  intensity  during  the  evolution  of  mind  and  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  body  from  the  power  of  death  by  habit  of  thought:  — 

"All  these  are  the  beginning  of  sorrows";  i.  e.,  Intellect  is  in  its  initial 
stages  outside  of  the  Jewish  focus,  the  organism  of  faith  must  receive  the 
shocks  of  progressi\73  adjustment  in  the  order  of  Christian  evolution,  and  of 
mind  through  the  latter:  — 

"Then  shall  they  deliver  you  up  to  be  afflicted,  and  shall  kill  you:  and 
ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  nations  for  my  name  sake";  i.  e,  the  stimulus  of 
spiritual  life  shall  be  found  in  individual  self-sacriflce:  "the  blood  of  mar- 
tyrs shall  be  the  seed  of  the  Church":  — 

"And  then  shall  many  be  offended  and  shall  betray  one  another " 

"But  he  that  shall  endure  to  the  end  the  same  shall  be  saved.  And  the  gos- 
pel shall  be  preached  in  all  the  world  for  a  witness  unto  all  nations  and  then 
shall  the  end  come";  i.  e.,  the  intensity  of  stimulus  both  good  and  evil  will 
test  individuality,  and  mental  persistency  will  be  found  in  faith- evolved 
mental  capacity,  spiritual  applicatioi\  shall  find  spiritual  tribunal  in  every 
mind,  and  enlightenment  shall  find  in  Christ  the  focus  of  national  harmony, 
•^hen  shall  come  the  end  of  national  discord,  and  the  end  of  organic  stimulus 
through  conception  being  dulled  by  ease  generative  of  sensuality;  borrowed 
knowledge  will  relegate  originality: 

When  ye  therefore  shall  see  the  abomination  of  desolation  spoken  of  by 
Daniel  the  prophet,  stand  in  the  holy  place  (whosoever  readeth  let  him  un- 
derstand) : — i.  e..  Intellect  without  faith,  and  yet  in  possession  of  scientific 
truth  borrowed  from  Christian-evolved  mind  will  be  capable  of  great  wicked- 
ness and  inhumanity,  such  individual  and  organised  corruption  will  dissolve 
organisation  both  in  the  body-politic  and  in  the  individual  so  that  the  capa- 
city for  faith  will  be  gone  and  with  it  the  capacity  for  soul-sense,  man  will 
degenerate  to  brute  again.  It  will  be  well  for  the  Church  and  for  the  indi- 
vidual if  understanding  be  established  in  faith  in  the  gospel  of  Christ  in 
that  time;  for  outside  this  focal  centre  of  God's  light  will  be  mental 
darkness  never  to  be  illuminated  with  eternal  light  and  eternal  life  forever 
more. 

We  may  be  sure  that  the  Almighty  who  created  the  world,  created  or- 
ganic and  inorganic  life,  has  a  purpose  for  his  creation  and  if  that  purpose 
be  the  life  and  form  of  the  soul  then  we  may  be  certain  that  organised 
systems  necessary  for  such  evolution  will  exist  until  the  work  be  completed. 
I  will  finish  the  analysis  of  Christ's  discourse  from  St.  Mark: XIII: 37.  But 
when  ye  shall  see  the  abominations  of  desolation  spoken  of  by  Daniel  the 
prophet  standing  where  it  ought  not  (let  him  that  readeth  understand)  then 
let  them  that  be  in  Judea  flee  to  the  mountains";  i.  e.,  that  when  we  see 
stagnancy  of  mind  in  Christian  nations  through  unbelief,  the  corruption  and 
violence  that  has  ensued  in  civic  and  national  organisations  before  the  era 
of  Christ  then  let  Intellect  bestir  itself  and  let  Mind  dwell  upon  high  ideal. 
Then  let  the  Church  lead  emotional  feeling  on  to  the  heights  of  ideal  action 
that  the  intensity  of  mental  and  spiritual  energy  be  greater  than  that  en- 
gendered by  evil,  so  that  the  magnets  of  faith  be  as  intense  as  persistent:  — 

"And  let  him  that  is  in  the  house  top  not  go  down  into  the  house  neither 
enter  therein  to  take  anything  out  of  the  house."  That  is  let  not  the  be- 
liever seek  equipment  of  mind  from  any  organisation  of  such  a  period  of 
moral  defeat,  for  the  highest  mental  possession  is  faith.  Faith,  in  God  is 
the  natural  stimulus  of  mind  and  faith  in  Christ  is  a  possession  of  greatest 
mental  stimulus  for  all  ideals  focus  in  Christ:  — 

"And  let  him  that  is  in  the  field  not  turn  back  again  for  to  take  up  his 
garment";  i.  e.,  if  the  individual,  or  the  Church  be  laboring  in  the  field  of 
moral  and  spiritual  instruction  and  spiritual  stimulus,  having  cast  off  the 
garment  of  belief  in  Christ  then  destruction  is  inevitable  no  matter  which 
way  avoidance  may  be  sought.  Deflection  of  mind  from  the  centre  of  truth 
in  that  day  will  cause  mental  stagnancy: — 

"But  woe  to  them  that  are  with  child  and  them  that  give  suck  in  those 
days";  i.  e.,  woe  will  be  the  stimulus  of  any  new  organism  of  faith,  in  such; 
a  time  of  moral  defeat  and  spiritual  darkness  persecution  will  be  the  stimu^^ 
lus  of  those  that  nurture  belief  and  start  out  as  the  natural  guardians  of 
the  GosT)el  and  the  faith  of  the  principles  of  the  Gospel:— 

"And  pray  ye  that  your  flight  may  not  be  in  the  winter'  ;  i.  e.,  the  natural 


.^hrink  which  will  evoke  new  life  in  the  organism  of  faith  may  be  softened 
by  the  power  of  the  Intuitive  mind,  spiritual  ecstacy  will  counteract  physical 
pain  in  the  suffering  martyr,  and  it  may  intervene  in  the  matter  of  social 
•suffering  by  availing  itself  of  its  power  to  psychically  command  mind  of  less 
emotional  feeling:  — 

For  in  those  days  shall  be  affliction,  such  as  was  not  before  the  be- 
ginning of  creation  which  God  created  unto  this  time.  And  accept  the  Lord 
had  shortened  those  days  no  flesh  should  be  saved,  but  for  the  elects'  sake 
whom  he  hath  chosen  he  hath  shortened  the  days."  That  is,  the  stimulus 
of  organism  of  spiritual  adaptation  will  be  intensified  previous  to  spiritual 
change  resulting  in  new  individuality,  for  the  physical  shock  stimulating 
the  Church  at  this  period  will  create  an  elect  people  which  will  visualise 
spiritual  environment  through  the  mind  being  intensely  focussed  on  the 
character  of  Christ  through  faith  and  the  knowledge  won  by  faith-evolved 
mind.  The  redundancy  of  idea-expression  may  be  to  indicate  a  contingency 
likely  to  cause  history  to  repeat  itself: — And  then  if  any  man  shall  say: 
Lo  here  is  Christ  or  lo  he  is  there  believe  him  not;  for  false  christs  and 
false  prophets  shall  rise  and  shall  show  signs  and  wonders  to  seduce  If  il 
were  possible  even  the  elect";  i.  e.,  this  p.sychologically  controlled  stimulus 
of  the  organic  body  of  the  Church  will  result  in  high  types  of  intellect,  in- 
tlividuals  of  great  understanding  and  mental  capacity  to  grasp  the  meaning 
of  natural  law  in  force  and  matter  and  mind.  That  these  will  not  always 
continue  within  the  focus  of  gospel  discipline,  hence  distraction  of  spiritual 
energy  will  thus  tend  to  dim  the  light  of  faith  in  things  transcendent  cen- 
tered in  the  character  of  Christ. 

Again,  quoting  quoting  from  Luke: XVII: 33: 36: — "Whosoever  shall  seek 
to  save  his  life  shall  lose  it  and  whomsoever  shall  lose  his  life  shall  preserve 
it.  I  tell  you  in  that  night  there  shall  be  two  men  in  one  bed,  the  one  shall 
be  taken  and  the  other  left;  two  women  shall  be  grinding  together,  the  one 
shall  be  taken  and  the  other  left."  Meaning,  Self-sacrifice  is  the  stimulus 
of  mental  capacity,  by  reason  of  its  stimulus  of  reflection,  and  its  control 
of  emotional  feeling  of  the  order  of  animal  instinct.  For  self-sacrifice  and 
self-abnegation  causes  the  reflective  capacity  of  seeing  self-good  through 
the  good  of  others,  and  it  is  in  the  mental  conflict  with  animal  instinct, 
and  the  will-force,  that  the  capacity  for  self-consciousness  is  evolved,  and 
the  progress  of  the  growth  of  soul  is  in  the  latter.  Mind  is  the  capacity  for 
the  analyses  of  high  ideal  conceptions  of  right  and  wrong,  and  high  con- 
ceptions of  self  acting  the  character  of  its  highest  conception  of  being. 
When  mental  individuality  is  thus  attained,  and  thus  maintained  at  an  even 
equilibrium  then  soul-sense  seeks  its  higher  potential  in  Christ,  and  con- 
sciousness of  good  and  evil  evolve  the  sense  of  shame  called  repentance, 
and  its  positive  magnet  faith  generates  spiritual  force  in  affinity  with  God. 
Man  becomes  a  quickening  spirit.  The  threefold  conception  is  thus  illus- 
trated in  Christ's  three  emphases  of  individuality,  viz.,  the  two  men  in  bed. 
the  two  women  at  the  mill,  the  two  men  in  the  field,  expressive  of  rest  or 
equilibrium,  of  stimulus  and  of  energy.  The  whole  expressive  of  mental 
organisation  involving  Individuality.  And  I  think  that  the  separation  of  the 
text  in  the  fundamentals  of  the  discourse  upon  the  Church's  future  given  in 
St.  Luke,  is  to  indicate  that  similar  events  may  take  place  in  the  history  of 
the  Church,  as  history  repeating  itself,  as  if  there  would  be  contingency 
that  the  first  psychical  shock  to  the  organic  body  of  the  Church  would  be 
in  the  time  of  the  Spanish  Inquisition  because  the  foment  was  to  be  from 
within  the  Church's  organism  and  not  from  without.  That  there  were  con- 
tingencies that  may  implicate  the  Gospel  organism  and  in  a  similar  manner 
cloud  her  focal  energy  of  God's  light  Now  if  that  were  the  case  repetition 
of  inner  fement  effecting  inner  stimulus  must  be  that  that  is  occurring  ai 
this  present  time  of  upheaval,  because  the  foment  effecting  Christian  ideal 
is  again  from  within  the  focal  circle  of  Christian  Civilization. 

I  will  further  analyse  the  text  of  holy  scripture  in  the  illustration  ol 
my  meaning,  quoting  from  Luke: XXI: 7:36:  "And  when  we  shall  see  Jeru- 
salem compassed  with  armies  then  know  before  that  the  desolation  thereof 

is  nigh And  they  shall  fall  by  the  edge  of  the  sword  and  be  led 

away  captive  into  all  nations;   and  Jerusalem  shall  be  trodden  down  of  the 
Gentiles  until  the  times  of  the  Gentiles  be  fulfilled": 

Now  I  interpret  this  mystic  repetition  of  the  word  to  be  indicative  of 
historic  repetition  intimating  of  organised  mental  stimulus.  In  the  first  in- 
stance it  was  the  Jewish  organisation  represented  in  the  temple  and  civic 
centre  Jerusalem,  and  in  the  second  the  Christian  organisation  represented 
in  central  Europe,  especially  that  centre  of  Christian  culture  which  focussed 


intellectual  expression  and  intellectual  stimulus.  Germany  would  answer  ta 
that  distinction,  for  of  late  years,  she  has  di'awn  within  her  circle  all  the 
radiations  of  Christian  culture  absorbing  all  at  her  base  of  energy,  and  her 
potential  couples  have  been  several  adjacent  Powers: — "And  there  shall  be 
signs  in  the  sun,  and  in  the  moon,  and  in  the  stars,  and  upon  the  earth 
distress  of  nations,  with  perplexity,  the  sea  and  the  waves  roaring"  i.  e., 
that  the  centres  of  mental  energy  shall  cease  to  focus  enlightenment  essen- 
tial to  the  stimulus  of  mental  reflection,  or  lofty  ideal,  and  the  organic  stag- 
nancy of  elementary  forces  which  precedes  desolation  of  concrete  form 
may  be  observed,  such  as  the  loss  of  control  of  emotional  feeling  and  hu- 
man passion,  and  control  of  animal  instinct,  or  loss  of  individuality  and  per- 
sonality:— 

"Men's  hearts  failing  them  for  fear  and  for  looking  after  those  things 
which  are  coming  on  the  earth  for  the  powers  of  heaven  shall  be  shaken"; 
i.  e.,  reflex  action  shall  receive  the  psychological  shock  that  will  energise' 
individuality  in  visual  perception  distinct  from  superstition: — "And  then 
they  shall  see  the  son  of  man  coming  in  a  cloud  with  power  and  great  glory"; 
i.  e.,  then  shall  the  Church  behold  the  scientific  truth  of  the  Gospel  revealed 
in  Christ,  and  the  meaning  of  the  Church's  sorrow  and  her  lack  of  light  and 
power  in  the  world,  And  then  the  whole  world  will  honor  Jesus  Christ  as 
mankind's  redeemer:  — 

"And  when  these  things  begin  to  come  to  pass  then  look  up  and  lift 
up  your  heads  for  your  redemption  draweth  nigh";  i.  e.,  in  the  time  of  this 
tribulation  let  the  believer  be  in  harmony  with  Christ,  and  let  the  Church 
be  in  harmony  with  the  high  ideals  of  the  Gospel  and  there  will  be  that  re- 
flex energy  which  shall  magnetise  human  nature  of  the  whole  world  and 
draw  it  into  the  circle  of  God's  universal  love.  And  universally  the  soul 
shall  bear  the  image  of  Christ.  And  Mind  shall  be  of  so  high  a  potential 
that  disease  and  death  shall  cease  to  be,  the  ego  being  magnetised  by  the 
light  of  God.  Mind  will  triumph  over  matter  by  its  knowledge  of  psychologi- 
cal law  and  its  knowledge  of  physical  law,  but  mental  capacity  capable  of 
such  triumph  will  evolve  from  the  focus  of  energy,  the  Church  of  God's 
light  or  from  where  the  light  of  God  has  been  focussed. 

"And  he  spoke  a  parable  unto  them,  behold  the  fig-tree  and  all  the  trees 
when  they  shoot  forth  ye  see  and  know  of  your  own  selves  that  summer 

is  nigh  at  hand ";  i.  e.,  natural  stimulus  will  be  understood,  and  the 

stimulus  of  mind  will  be  known,  and  the  time  it  tak^s  to  generate  the  light 
of  the  soul  begotten  by  faith  in  Christ  so  that  it  again  inhabits  the  body,  its 
temple,  and  the  contingency  of  the  result  of  the  focus  of  soul  and  body 
will  be  within  man's  control.  But  be  sure  that  desolation  and  death  will 
continue,  and  reunion  of  body  and  soul  will  wait  until  mind  expresses  Christ 
its  Lord:  — 

"Watch  ye  therefore  and  pray  always  that  ye  may  be  accounted  worthy 
to  escape  all  these  things  that  shall  come  to  pass  and  to  stand  before  the 
son  of  man";  i.  e.,  keep  your  understanding  with  initiative  vision  of  coming 
of  Christ,  and  by  faith  and  work  so  focus  him  in  the  mind  that  the  soul 
shall  transform  the  body  into  his  image  physically  and  spiritually. 

I  think  there  is  a  threefold  interpretation  of  the  text  here,  viz.,  the 
building  up  and  desolation  of  matter  and  the  adjustment  of  physical  forces, 
botli  concrete  and  fluid.  The  building  up  of  the  organism  of  soul,  and  the 
cause  of  its  desolation,  the  building  up  of  the  organism  of  mind  and  the 
cause  of  its  desolation.  Interpretation  shows  that  in  Christ  all  three  states 
of  being,  physical,  mental,  and  spiritual  merge  into  one  organism,  the  ego: 
"The  first  man  Adam  became  a  living  soul  and  the  second  a  quickening 
spirit,"  St.  Paul.  I  think  that  involved  in  the  ideal-expression  of  this  dis- 
course is  the  promise  of  Christ's  second  coming  and  it  is  this  last  applica- 
tion that  is  so  intensely  interesting  to  the  believing  bible  student.  We  strain 
our  spiritual  eyes  to  discern  the  signs  of  Our  Lord's  coming.  At  what  time 
will  the  Master  come? 

Quoting  again  from  St.  Matthew  XXIV:  25: 31:      "Behold  I  have  told  you 

before for  as  the  lightning  cometh  out  of  the  east  and  shineth  even 

unto  the  west  so  shall  also  the  son  of  man  be";  i.  e.,  the  personality  reflec- 
tive of  Christ's  character  shall  follow  the  illumination  of  phenomenal  stim- 
ulus. The  Church  will  be  in  intense  activity  through  some  form  of  foment 
from  within  her  circle  of  Christian  civilization,  and  it  will  be  Her  absorp- 
tion of  Christ's  character  in  the  mental  and  spiritual  individuality  of  her 
members  that  will  attract  relational  sympathy  in  affinitive  harmony.  Her 
Lord's  coming  will  be  sudden,  and  similar  to  His  going.  And  it  would  ap- 
pear that  the  time  of  the  Gentiles  being  fulfilled  would  be  indicated  by  co- 
incidental historic  happenings,  as  that  which  occurred  upon  the  destruction' 


of  Jerusalem.  Suggestive  that  history  would  repeat  itself  and  Christian  Civ- 
ilisation would  forfeit  her  place  as  the  centre  of  spiritual  stimulus  as  did 
Jerusalem,  and  that  during  the  clouding  of  focal  energy  in  christian  nations 
some  phenomenal  spiritual  stimulus  would  cause  an  intense  focus  of  spirit- 
ual truth  in  some  place  not  at  the  t'me  within  the  circle  of  Christian  Civili- 
sation:— 

"And  then  shall  appear  the  sign  of  the  son  of  man  in  heaven  and  then 
shall  the  tribes  of  the  earth  mourn,  and  they  shall  see  the  son  of  man  com- 
ing in  the  clouds  of  heaven  with  power  and  great  glory.  And  he  shall  send 
his  angels  with  a  great  sound  of  trumpet  and  they  shall  gather  together  His 
elect  from  the  four  winds  from  one  end  of  heaven  to  the  other." 

A  twofold  application  may  be  shown,  indicated  by  the  redundancy  of  the 
expression  'son  of  man,"  meaning  that  there  will  be  a  psychologically  ap- 
plied stimulus.  The  visual  perception  shall  behold  the  scientific  truth  of  the 
Gospel  in  Christ.  And  the  intellect  of  the  whole  world  shall  seek  to  estab- 
lish the  christian  ideals  in  its  form  of  government.  But  that  the  capacity 
for  faith  necessary  for  spiritual  reflex  action  with  divine  energy  will  be  gone 
because  understanding  will  no  longer  have  to  ponder,  and  the  conflict  of  soul 
will  belong  to  those  oiily  who  have  faith.  The  Jews  being  an  exception 
because  they  will  ponder  the  hereditary  past,  and  realising  the  truth  will 
repent  and  draw  near  to  God.  Again  the  mind  will  suffer  remorse.  Some 
will  be  attracted  to  the  focus  of  energy  in  the  form  of  Christian  Church 
and  like  Nehemiah  they  will  help  to  build  the  walls  of  the  New  Jerusalem, 
build  in  faith,  ritual  of  holiness,  and  that  necessary  to  psychological  culture. 
The  place  of  Christ's  appearing,  geographically,  will  be  at  the  place  where 
he  ascended.  At  the  place  where  they  crowned  their  King  with  thorns, 
Jerusalem.  And  it  will  be  the  phenomenal  stimulus  of  relation  attraction 
that  shall  draw  the  Bride's  Beloved  to  the  marriage  feast.  The  spiritual 
stimulus  that  will  generate  the  mind  which  will  no  more  need  the  light  of  the 
sun,  but  the  Lamb  shall  be  the  light.  In  the  city  of  Zion  the  Lamb  shall 
be  the  light.  For  as  repulsion  and  attraction  draw  and  repel  so  shall  spirit- 
ual life  grow  by  similar  energy. 

Death  of  mind  will  end  the  life  of  physical  existence  individually  and 
nationally,  and  thus  will  come  the  Judgment  Day.  Moreover  we  are  told 
that  there  will  be  a  second  death,  a  spiritual  doomsday,  perhaps  soul-form}^ 
in  reflex  energy  will,  like  the  body,  receive  their  last  organic  shrink  of  pain 
in  the  form  of  evil  and  so  cause  the  desolation  of  their  organic  atoms. 

Analysing  the  text:  St.  Matthew,  XXVI:  1:  "And  it  came  to  pass  when 
Jesus  had  finished  all  these  sayings,  he  said  unto  his  disciples:  Ye  know 
that  after  two  days  is  the  feast  of  the  passover,  and  the  son  of  man  is  be- 
trayed to  be  crucified.  Then  assembled  together  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  and  the  elders  of  the  people  unto  the  place  of  the  high  priest,  who 
was  called  Caiaphas,  and  consulted  that  they  might  take  Jesus  by  subtility 
and  kill  him.  But  they  said.  Not  on  the  feast  day  lest  there  be  an  uproar 
among  the  people";  i.  e.,  now  when  Jesus  as  the  expression  of  divine  sym- 
pathy had  rendered  definite  lines  of  expression,  groovings  or  color-forms 
of  character  of  thought  expansive  in  holy  energy,  he  then  proceeded  to 
finish  his  work.  His  work  was  the  whole  psychological  expression  of  life 
in  himself  as  the  complete  type  of  such  life.  Hence,  he  adopted  the  order 
of  nature  emphasizing  pauses  of  organic  evolution  in  the  upward  march 
of  the  evolution  of  mind.  He  expi-essed  the  mysteries  of  mind  in  his  actions 
and  geographical  movements,  as  did  his  forefathers,  the  prophets,  and  pa- 
triarchs of  Hebrew  antiquity.  Knowledge  would  unlock  the  door  of  mysterj- 
as  mind  advanced  under  the  cover  of  the  stimulus  of  his  character-pattern 
and  individuality  and  the  intellect  would  read  the  truth  in  the  geographical 
picture-form  of  the  history  of  the  son  of  man,  through  the  inspiration  they 
would  render  to  reflection,  there  would  therefore,  be  a  link  of  connecting 
ideas  culminating  in  the  conception  of  the  scientific  truth.  That  mystery 
would  thus  give  way  to  conceptions  of  scientific  enlightenment. 

Jesus  journeyed  to  Jerusalem  four  times,  typifying  in  figure-expression 
the  four  pauses  in  organic  structure,  sight,  hearing,  taste,  and  smell,  and 
the  four  psychological  expressions  of  intellect,  intellect  by  instinctive  stimu- 
lus, intellect  evolved  by  fear  and  escape,  intellect  evolved  by  relational  aflin- 
ity,  involving  human  affection,  love  and  hate,  and  intellect  evolved  by  the 
growth  of  soul  mind  in  aflanity  with  God  its  potential  in  character  and  lighi. 
Each  time  he  journeyed  to  Jerusalem  he  wrought  miracles,  and  visited  places 
and  discoursed  with  individuals  typical  of  phases  of  expression  relative  to 
life's  mysteries.  And  typical  of  the  solution  of  the  grand  mystery  of  life, 
mind.  Mind  one  day  would  read  the  type  and  conceive  the  truth,  and  so 
enter  into  the  Eden  of  the  soul,  where  pleasure  should  control  pain,  for  the 


material  organism  of  mind  must  be  immortal  when  in  correspondence  with 
its  spiritual  environment,  the  light  of  God:  — 

"There  came  unto  him  a  woman  having  an  alabaster  box  of  very  precious 
ointment  and  poured  it  on  his  head  as  he  sat  at  meat";  i.  e.,  this  stimulus 
of  ancient  instinct  would  render  to  mind  the  capacity  of  conception.  Visual 
perception  would  conceive  the  truth  of  the  whole  purpose  of  God.  And  the 
last  expression  of  character  during  his  earthly  ministry  would  be  the  final 
interpretation  of  the  union  of  soul  and  body,  the  pachal  passion  would  be 
the  stimulus  of  mind  until  it  entered  upon  its  soul-inheritance  of  eternal 
adaptation  to  environment:  — 

"When  Jesus  understood  it  he  said  why  trouble  ye  the  woman,  for  she 
hath  wrought  a  good  work  upon  me " 

Then  said  Jesus  unto  them:  "All  ye  shall  be  offended  because  of  me 
this  night;  for  it  is  written  I  will  smite  the  Shepherd  and  the  sheep  of  the 
flock  shall  be  scattered  abroad.  But  after  I  am  risen  again  I  will  go  before 
you  into  Galilee";  i.  e.,  I  will  precede  reflex  action  by  psychological  stimu- 
lus, as  action  precedes  language,  for  I  am  the  Word  of  God.  Now  Galilee  was 
geographically  typical  of  reflection  of  high  ideal,  or  spiritual  conception.  Its 
perspective  view  was  the  lake  reflecting  the  sky  and  environing  shadows  of 
picturesque  heights:  — 

"And  as  they  were  eating  Jesus  took  bread  and  blessed  it  and  gave  it 
to  the  disciples  and  said:  Take  eat;  this  is  my  body;  and  gave  thanks 
and  gave  it  to  them.  And  he  took  the  cup,  saying:  Drink  ye  all  of  it.  For 
this  is  my  blood  of  the  new  testament  which  is  shed  for  many  for  the  re- 
mission of  sins. 

But  I  say  unto  you  I  will  not  drink  henceforth  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine 
until  that  day  when  I  drink  it  new  with  you  in  my  father's  kingdom";  i.  e., 
the  stimulus  of  altruistic  action  is  expressed  in  this  ceremony  of  the  feast 
of  the  passover  and  I  am  the  concrete  result  of  such  stimulus.  Therefore 
continue  to  focus  the  altruistic  ideals  of  faith  by  the  maintenance  of  this 
holy  function  embodying  my  passion.  But  having  fulfilled  the  promise,  hav- 
ing won  a  place  of  individuality  for  Intellect  by  altruuistic  expression  I  shall 
not  correspond  with  natural  environment  expansively  until  the  Church  at- 
tains to  the  position  held  by  Mind  in  my  Individuality  at  my  resurrection. 

The  ceremonial  rites  of  Baptism,  the  Holy  Sacrament,  and  Marriage 
Selection,  should  be  most  powei-ful  as  psychological  stimulus  when  bio- 
logically conducted — the  children  of  believers  must  marry  the  children  of 
believers,  and  these  members  of  the  Church  under  the  stimulus  of  psycho- 
logical laws  involved  in  rites  and  ceremonies  must  further  receive  instruction 
in  altruistic  principles;  this  must  result  in  Spiritual  Individuality  if  persisted 
in  from  generation  to  generation:  — 

"And  when  they  had  sung  an  hymn,  they  went  out  into  the  Mount  of 
Olives.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  ye  shall  be  offended  in  me  tRis  night 
Peter  answered  and  said  unto  him:  Though  all  men  shall  be  of- 
fended yet  will  I  never  be  offended. 

Jesus  said  unto  him:  Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  that  before  the  cock  crow 
this  night  thou  shalt  den  me  thrice. 

Peter  said  unto  him.  Though  I  should  die  yet  will  I  not  deny  thee,  like- 
wise said  all  his  disciples. 

"Then  cometh  Jesus  with  them  into  a  place  called  Gethsemane  and 
said  unto  his  disciples  sit  ye  here  while  I  go  and  pray  yonder.  And  he  took 
with  him  Peter  and  the  two  sons  of  Zebedee  and  began  to  be  sorrowful  and 
very  heavy.  Then  said  he  unto  them:  My  soul  is  sorrowful,  exceedingly 
sorrowful,  even  unto  death,  tarry  ye  here  and  watch  with  me  one  hour." 

Jesus  knew  every  action  and  word  of  these  divinely  elected  individuals 
represented  the  movements  of  the  beloved  spouse  the  Church.  For  as 
energy  follows  the  poles  of  magnetic  force,  and  light  grooves  its  magnetic 
relation  in  colour-form  expression,  so  the  mind  of  the  Church  would  follow, 
and  groove  in  its  form  of  incipiency,  one  psychological  error  in  that  incipient 
grooving  of  character  may  divert  form  into  an  organism  that  would  seek 
stimulus  of  evil  relations.  Sensuous  stimulus  might  find  dominancy  of  psy- 
chical bias. 

"And  he  went  a  little  further  and  fell  on  his  face  and  prayed,  saying 
O  my  Father  if  it  be  possible  let  this  cup  pass  fi'om  me;  nevertheless  not 
as  I  will,  but  as  thou  wilt."  We  may  discern  that  at  this  moment  of  the 
paschal  expression  Christ  was  unbiased  by  superior  spiritual  power.  No 
stimulus  of  a  spiritual  nature  was  allowed  by  divme  power,  and  even  his 
own  magnetic  spirituality  at  this  moment  was  insulated  by  sorrow,  effected 
by  relational  sympathy  with  material  mind.  At  this  paschal  moment  all  the 
nascent  instinct  begotten  by  religious  rites  and  belief  would  assert  itself  in 


feelings  of  blighted  hope  of  reaction  in  the  shrink  of  energy  of  a  psychologi- 
cal nature.  Jesus,  in  his  mental  stimulus — a  climax  of  altruistic  actioii 
culminated  in  an  individual  mind  after  generations  of  stimulus— would  feel 
the  full  force  of  thought-pressure,  because  altruistic  action  Is  thwarted  ijn 
its  energy  of  good  endeavor,  there  would  occur  a  revulsion  of  feeling  genera- 
tive of  great  mental  depression  and  physical  mortification,  taking  the  lorm 
of  Intense  grief. 

"And  he  cometh  unto  the  disciples  and  flndeth  them  asleep  and  salth 
unto  Peter:    What!  could  ye  not  watch  with  me  one  hour"? 

Peter  now  personified  the  Church's  incipiency  and  this  state  of  consci- 
entiousness typified  the  mental  state  of  the  Church.  The  Church  during  the 
separation  of  ascending  and  second  coming  of  Christ  would  encounter  con- 
tingency, and  might  fail  in  its  purpose  through  lack  of  consciousness  of  Its 
principles  of  stimulus. 

"Watch  and  pray  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation;  the  spirit  truly  is 
willing  but  the  flesh  is  weak";  i.  e.,  this  state  of  spiritual  consciousness 
would  be  rendered  negatory  by  divine  effort.  Though  through  the  weakness 
of  the  flesh  mind  had  remained  unconscious  of  its  principles  of  energy  yet 
the  focus  of  Christ's  image  by  the  Church  would  eventually  awaken  it  and 
the  spouse  of  Christ  would  then  no  longer  remain  separate  from  her  Lord 
but  would  unite  in  reciprocal  sympathy. 

"He  went  away  again  the  second  time,  and  prayed,  saying,  O  my  father. 
If  this  cup  may  not  pass  away  from  me,  except  I  drink  it,  thy  will  be  done." 

This  unbiased  conception  of  duty  in  the  mind  of  Christ  the  Individual 
proved  the  man  of  sorrows  to  be  the  son  of  God.  By  his  material  instinct 
he  was  the  offspring  of  altruistic  action,  and  by  his  bias  towards  the  attrac- 
tion of  divine  energy  he  was  the  son  of  God.  There  was  stimulus  enough 
within  own  individuality  to  prompt  action  in  the  way  of  altruism  despite  the 
intense  shrink  of  physical  energy,  and  the  intense  consciousness  of  material 
pain  threatening  self,  together  with  the  real  anguish  of  mind  caused  by 
intuitively  perceived  evil  threatening  the  objects  of  natural  affection,  those 
embosomed  in  his  divine  love  as  a  mother  her  child.  At  this  paschal  moment 
all  the  nascent  instinct  begotten  of  religious  rites  and  the  psychological 
shock  of  incipiency  of  belief — circumcision — would  assert  itself. 

"And  he  camie  and  found  them  asleep  again  for  their  eyes  were  heavy. 

And  he  went  away  again  and  prayed  the  third  time,  saying  the  same 
words."  He  was  fully  conscious  now  of  the  reason  why  he  was  alone  in 
consciousness  of  good  and  evil.  Individuality  requires  no  stimulus  apart 
from  itself  and  its  foreign  environment  to  which  it  must  adapt.  Intuitive 
communion  alone  was  left  him  as  solace  in  this  the  hour  of  irritation  of 
atoms,  the  polemic  energy  Tjetween  divine  and  material  poles  of  force.  It 
was  this  intense  reflection  of  insulated  light  that  would  magnify  the  "organic 
atoms  of  material  sympathy,  and  which  under  divine  attraction  would  find 
energy  in  spiritual  spheres  of  environment. 

The  thrice  repeated  call  on  human  sympathy  might  indicate  the  spirit- 
ualising of  body,  mind,  and  soul,  that  is,  individuals  of  faith  would,  by  the 
Church's  focal  energy,  find  eternal  consciousness  in  one  ego  of  the  body, 
mind  and  soul,  one  organism,  one  immortal  being: 

"Then  cometh  he  to  his  disciples,  and  said  unto  them,  sleep  on  now  and 
take  your  rest;  behold  the  hour  is  at  hand,  and  the  son  of  man  is  betrayed 
unto  the  hands  of  sinners." 

All  sympathy  for  self  was  magnified  in  the  sympathy  for  others.  Faith 
and  love  prompted  physical  action  in  the  way  of  obedience  to  intuitive  rela- 
tions. The  physical  ego  energised  the  mental  and  the  mental  energised  the 
physical  in  action  and  reaction  seeking  to  release  the  will-power  in  the 
way  of  action  but  motif  restrained  its  release: 

"Arise,  let  us  be  going,  behold,  he  that  betrayeth  is  at  hand.  And  while 
he  yet  spake,  lo,  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  came  and  with  him  a  great 
multitude  with  swords  and  staves  from  the  chief  priests  and  elders  of  the 
people." 

Now  he  that  betrayeth  him  gave  them  a  sign,  saying.  Whomsoever  I 
shall  kiss  that  same  is  he;   hold  him  fast. 

"And,   forthwith   he  came  to  Jesus  and   said:      Hail  Master!    and  kissed 
him " 

Judas  was  the  type  of  individual  whose  mind  was  subject  to  evil  intui- 
tion, stimulus  of  evil  suggestion  would  bias  the  will  in  an  evil  direction. 
Whilst  under  the  influence  of  the  master  such  an  individual  would  be  in- 
tensely fervent  for  truth,  but  at  the  time  of  the  betrayal  it  would  have  been 
contrary  to  the  spirit  of  self-sacrifice  for  Jesus  to  have  counter-biased  the 
mind  of  his  executive  at  the  moment  of  finality  of  expression  of  God's  will. 


Therefore  the  council  of  Jewish  rulers  who  tempted  Judas  was  the  guilty 
party.  And  the  self-destruction  of  their  victim,  Judas,  was  psychologically 
typical  of  their  own  end,  and  the  end  of  the  Individuality  of  the  organism 
of  administration  the  Temple.  And  the  means  of  identification  chosen  by 
Judas  indicated  the  last  touch  of  sympathy  between  ancient  stimulus  and 
mind  individualised  in  the  Jewish  Council  and  Christ.  From  that  moment 
the  Old  Testament  was  out  of  function  as  the  organism  of  spiritual  stimulus 
and  the  organism  of  sensuous  stimulus  ceased  to  correspond  with  its  natural 
environment,  hence  death  was  the  will's  highest  motif.  Hence  the  order 
of  the  New  Testament  replaced  the  old  at  the  moment  of  betrayal  but  the 
new  order  like  the  embryo  of  organic  form  would  quicken  at  the  stimulus  of 
the  passion  of  Christ  at  Calvary.  Therefore  all  the  actions  of  the  twelve 
chosen  disciples,  especially  those  that  the  Church  mostly  individualised 
under,  would  be  prophetically  expressive  of  the  history  of  the  Church,  in- 
volving its  future  of  mental  energy.  Peter,  James,  and  John  were  especially 
executive.  Hence  the  actions  of  Peter  may  be  prophetic  of  the  historic  bias 
of  the  Church;  James,  its  bias  of  construction,  and  John,  its  triumph  of 
spiritual  supremacy. 

Where  Peter  used  the  sword  in  defense  of  his  master  is  not  without 
significance,  the  rebuke  of  Our  Lord  may  signify  that  altruistic  ideal  needed 
no  other  defence  than  individual  self-sacrifice  in  the  expression  of  righteous- 
ness. Christ,  at  that  psychological  moment,  was  expressing  the  righteous- 
ness of  the  Father,  in  the  sacrifice  of  himself  in  his  union  with  flesh  in  his 
incorporation  with  the  Son.  For  during  the  eclipse  of  personality  at  Calvary 
the  individual,  man,  merged  into  the  Individual,  God. 

"Thinkest  thou  that  I  cannot  pray  to  my  Father  and  he  shall  presently 
give  me  moi-e  than  twelve  legions  of  angels.  But  how  then  shall  the  scrip- 
tures be  fulfilled,  that  thus  it  must  be." 

The  reiteration  of  the  assemblage  of  Jewish  council  is  prophetic  of  a 
lime  when  the  spirit  of  evil  dominant  in  the  institution  of  spiritual  stimulus 
at  that  age  would  be  repeated  in  the  history  of  the  Christian  institution 
personified  in  the  apostle  Peter.  That  is,  Peter  followed  his  I^rd  afar  off, 
.and  denied  him  thrice  so  would  the  institution  of  nominal  christians.  Mind 
would  be  slow  in  the  realisation  of  the  mysteries  of  its  stimulus.  But  at 
the  focus  of  Christ's  image  by  the  sympathetic  reflex  action  of  sorrow  the 
Church,  like  Peter,  would  repent  bitterly  and  follow  faithfully  Her  Lord, 
when  like  a  bride  adorned  for  her  husband  She  would  unite  with  him  eter- 
nally. Now,  according  to  my  illumination,  the  Church  has  arrived  at  Her 
stage  of  third  denial,  the  first  denial  was  individualised  in  Peter,  the  second 
in  the  degeneracy  of  the  early  Church  of  Christianity  at  Rome,  and  the  third 
reached  its  climax  in  the  year  1914  A.  D.,  when  the  spirit  of  incredulence  in 
the  fundamental  truths  of  the  Gospel  was  endorsed  by  the  highest  in  Church 
and  State  throughout  Christendom.  The  European  war  of  1914  was  the 
result  of  this  psychological  depression  of  religious  belief.  And  the  baptism 
of  physical  pain  may  result  in  a  spiritual  quickening  in  which  the  mind 
of  mankind  may  so  focus  Christ  that  the  Church  like  Peter  may  repent  of 
her  wicked  desire  of  sensuous  stimulus  and  material  salvation  at  the  expense 
of  Her  soul's  beloved,  and  at  the  loss  of  immortality.  It  was  well  for  Hu- 
manity that  Peter  went  out  and  wept  bitterly  on  that  first  denial,  and  it 
will  be  more  than  well  for  it  if  the  Church  Militant  repents  as  did  Peter  on 
this  occasion  of  a  third  denial. 

"In  that  same  hour  Jesus  said  to  the  multitude:  Are  ye  come  out  as 
against  a  thief  with  swords  and  staves  for  to  take  me?  I  sat  daily  with 
you  teaching  in  the  temple  and  ye  laid  no  hold  on  me. 

But  all  this  was  done  that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled.  Then  all  the 
disciples  forsook  him  and  fled";  i.  e.,  the  polmic  forces  of  good  and  evil 
were  necessary  to  generate  the  light  of  spiritual  energy  that  would  reani- 
mate the  organic  form  of  material  relations.  With  what  anguish  this  last 
appeal  for  human  sympathy  was  wrung  from  the  lips  of  the  meek  and  lowly 
and  loving  heart  of  the  world's  redeemer.  The  common  people  with  whom 
he  had  been  associated  and  for  whom  he  had  toiled  and  suffered,  and  r'or 
whom  he  had  cared,  curing  their  diseases,  restoring  their  sight  and  raising 
their  dead,  and  feeding  their  famished  multitudes,  these  companions  of  his 
earthly  lot  turned  upon  him  in  the  hour  of  his  need,  joining  his  foes  in 
words  of  insult  and  acts  of  violence.  How  his  loyal  heart  would  have  swelled 
with  emotion  and  flooded  the  brain  with  the  impulse  of  action  if  it  had  been 
the  sheep  that  had  been  the  smitten  and  not  the  shepherd.  Not  alone  the 
multitude  but  his  very  chosen  friends  the  elect  of  his  ministration.  Those 
who  but  a  moment  before  had  sworn  to  to  remain  true.  Love,  human  love, 
when  analysed  has  an  element  of  self-sympathy  as  the  impelling  of  the  cur- 


rent  of  emotion;  it  is  the  relational  sympathy  between  the  mother  and  her 
child  that  prompts  the  love  necessary  for  self-sacrifice.  The  child  is  a  part 
of  herself,  and  the  floodgates  of  emotion  are  released  when  motif  so  strong^ 
is  the  presure  of  action.  And  when  the  child  of  a  loving  self-sacrificing 
pai'ent  turns  and  hurts  the  loving  heart,  the  mental  suffering  endured  by 
such  parent  is  much  greater  than  physical  pain;  for  love  with  all  the  trains 
of  Imagery  of  kindling  impulse  is  welled  up  in  the  suppressed  flood  of  emo- 
tional foelins-  The  blood  is  welled  up  at  the  seat  of  emotion,  the  heart, 
magnetising  ail  the  images  of  grief  causing  great  depression  and  physical 
disturbance.  Not  even  anger  comes  to  the  brain's  relief  as  an  outlet  for 
expression  in  word  or  deed.  The  physical  suffering  is  manifest  in  the  whit- 
ened hair,  the  sunken  eye,  and  blanched  lips.  Sudden  bereavement  of  one 
greatly  loved  acts  the  same  sometimes.  Now  the  feeling  in  the  case  of 
Jesus  was  somewhat  similar,  for  we  may  discern  that  at  this  paschal  ex- 
pression reflex  action  between  the  mind  of  Christ  and  its  divine  Author  was 
not  that  which  would  lend  it  energy  to  dominate  the  material  organism. 
Jesus  was  human  at  this  moment  of  paschal  strain;  the  Individual  Christ 
at  this  moment  received  no  stimulus  from  a  spiritual  source,  like  the  smitten 
heart  of  the  mother  of  wounded  love,  his  brain  would  magnify  imagery  of 
sorrow  to  a  tension  causing  great  physical  depression.  And  it  was  his  in- 
herent capacity  for  intuitive  reflection  and  prophetic  discernment  which 
made  him  weep  in  the  garden  of  Gethsemane  and  sweat  the  great  drops 
of  blood.  He  saw  the  failure  of  the  Church  as  the  Lamb's  Bride.  The 
faithful  spouse  become  a  harlot  of  Mammon  and  Mars,  in  the  mind's  eye 
he  saw  the  beloved  bride  of  Christ  become  the  matrix  of  the  sensuous  image 
of  the  world  and  satan,  or  of  false  ideals.  EJvery  corpuscle  of  his  blood  would 
radiate  sympathy  with  the  Christ- ideal,  together  with  remorse,  regret,  and 
revulsion  of  feelings  of  resolve.  The  skin  would  blacken  with  physical 
sympathy  and  its  radiations  insulated  relational  energy.  The  death-like 
parallysis  which  is  effected  by  deep  grief  acts  like  mortification,  the  brain 
radiates  the  energy  which  finds  no  expression  in  word  or  action,  circulation 
is  stagnant  for  lack  of  motif.     The  motif  of  Christ  was  to  endure: 

"And  they  that  laid  hold  on  Jesus  led  him  where  Caiaphus,  the  high 
priests,  the  scribes  and  the  elders  were  assembled.  But  Peter  followed  him 
afar  off  unto  the  high  priest's  palace,  and  went  in  and  sat  with  the  servants 
to  see  the  end." 

The  mystic  placing  of  proper  nouns  and  personal  pronouns  would  ex- 
press the  idea  of  double  meaning  Involved  in  the  personal  movements  of 
Peter,  now  individualising  the  Church,  and  his  sitting  with  the  servants 
indicated  that  the  former  would  Identify  itself  with  the  world  upon  some 
time  of  great  crisis  in  the  psychic  existence  of  that  institution;  it  would 
appear  that  that  was  the  present,  the  action  of  the  Christian  nations  at  this 
period  of  internal  upheaval. 

"Now  the  chief  priests  and  elders  and  all  the  council  saught  false  wit- 
nesses against  Jesus  to  put  him  to  death.  But  found  none.  Yea,  though 
many  false  witnesses  came,  yet  found  they  none.  At  the  last  came  two  false 
witnesses." 

Here  the  character  of  Jesus  and  Peter  involve  a  threefold  expression, 
viz..  the  Church,  as  the  organ  of  spiritual  stimulus,  and  the  human  organism 
with  relation  to  the  spiritual  organism  expressed  in  the  death  and  resur- 
rection of  Jesus  Christ.  Hence  these  characters  of  false  witness  express  the 
implications  of  connection  between  relational  and  foreign  energy  and  repre- 
sent molecular  repulsion  and  attraction,  and  in  the  intepretation  of  action 
and  movement  lies  the  secret  of  reanimation  and  reorganisation  of  the  bodies 
material  and  spiritual.  The  two  witnesses  characterise  the  two  poles  of 
mental  energy  egotistic  attraction  and  altruistic  repulsion: 

"And  they  said:  This  fellow  said  I  am  able  to  destroy  the  temple  of 
God,  and  to  build  it  in  three  days";  i.  e.,  the  light  of  mind's  evolution  was 
generated  by  the  molecular  attraction  and  expansion  of  characters  of  energy, 
or  altruistic  ideals  and  this  Individual  commanding  an  organic  equilibrium 
of  this  energy  of  foreign  light  was  capable  of  absorbtion  of  relational  energy 
when  repulsed  from  the  insulation  of  its  relational  concretion,  the  body  of 
the  Individual  having  characters  of  three  thousand  years'  exposure  in  Mind's 
Author  of  energy: 

"And  the  high  priest  arose,  and  said  unto  him:  Answereth  thou  noth- 
ing? What  is  it  which  these  witness  against  thee?";  i.  e..  Mind,  evolved 
by  altruistic  characters,  capable  of  remaining  an  organic  form,  after  separa- 
tion from  material  ego  can  again  express  itself  in  organic  individuality  taking 
the  likeness  of  original  shape.  In  the  case  of  Jesus  Christ,  spiritual  mind 
responded  not  to   material   stimulus,   but  separated  its  characters   of  light 


relational  to  divine  energy,  and  these,  when  released  from  the  insulation  of 
their  medium,  the  body  took  the  shape  of  relational  form  and  relational 
energy : 

But  Jesus  held  his  peace.  And  the  high  priest  answered  and  said  unto 
him,  I  adjure  thee  by  the  living  God  that  thou  tell  us  whether  thou  be  the 
son  of  God";  i.  e.,  under  the  sacred  stimulus  of  organized  ideals  of  error  the 
spiritual  individual  may  be  released,  but  relational  light  will  command  ex- 
pression of  relational  character: 

"Jesus  said  unto  him:  Thou  hast  said,  nevertheless,  I  say  unto  you. 
Hereafter  shall  ye  see  the  son  of  man  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of  power, 
and  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven."  i.  e.,  the  Individuality  and  Personal- 
ity of  Christ  is  the  I'esult  of  Hebrew  expression  in  three  thousand  years  of 
altruistic  character.  The  new  organism  in  light  and  matter  will,  under 
stimulus,  if  its  old  character  of  altruistic  expression,  embodied  in  Christ. 
Invironment,  and  matter,  and  mind,  will  find  equilibrium,  and  sensation 
will  be  at  mind's  command  through  its  relational  harmony  with  God:  — 

Then  the  high  priest  rent  his  clothes,  saying,  "He  hath  spoken  blas- 
phemy. What  further  need  have  we  of  witnesses,  behold  now  ye  have 
heard  his  blasphemy.  What  think  ye.  They  answered  and  said,  he  is  guilty 
of  death." 

Then  did  they  spit  in  his  face  and  befit  him  and  others  smote  him  with 
the  palms  of  their  hands,  saying:  Prophecy  unto  us  thou  Christ.  Who  smote 
thee?  i.  e.,  the  acred  stimulus  shall  separate  connection  with  relational 
feeling,  and  the  organism  under  the  command  of  sensuous  impression  shall 
find  release  in  the  contraction  of  characters  drawing  relational  energy.  And 
the  organism  of  intuitive  mind  shall  energise  by  expansion  of  atoms  of 
equilibrium  or  responsive  energy.  One  light  neutralized  the  other  until 
separated. 

"Now  Peter  sat  without  in  the  palace  and  a  damsel  came  unto  him  say- 
ing.   Thou  also  washt  with  Jesus  of  Galilee. 

"But  he  denied  before  them  all  saying  I  know  not  what  thou  sayest. 
And  when  he  was  gone  out  unto  the  porch  another  maid  saw  him  and  said 
unto  them  that  were  there:  This  fellow  was  also  with  Jesus  of  Nazareth". 
The  threefold  expression  of  the  idea-form  implies  that  the  movements  of  the 
Church  personified  in  Peter,  and  the  evolving  of  mind  and  soul  personified 
in  Christ  bear  joint  relationship,  one  interpreting  the  other.  Let  us 
examine  the  expression.  Here  Peter  characterises  the  organism  of  intu- 
itive mind,  and  his  neutral  attitude  and  expression  of  denial  denote  neutral- 
ization of  agents  of  dissolution  by  the  power  of  mind  to  render  negatory 
impressions  of  adaptation  of  animal  instinct,  or  one  light  to  neutralise  the 
other.  That  it  is  the  stimulus  of  visual  perception  that  energizes  the  ex- 
pression of  habit,  and  that  disolution  by  constitutional  decay  it  is  caused  by 
visualization  of  characters  of  impression,  or  belief.  That  death  and  life 
are  a  habit  of  mind.  The  equilibrium  of  soul-energy  in  Christ  rendered 
negatory  the  stimulus  of  animal  instinct,  controlling  organic  habit  of  adap- 
tation. 

"And  again  he  denied  with  an  oath.  I  do  not  know  the  man.  And  after 
a  while  came  unto  him  they  that  stood  by  and  said  to  Peter,  surely  thou 
art  one  of  them  for  thy  speech  betrayeth  thee.  Then  began  he  to  curse  and 
to  swear  saying:  I  know  not  the  man.  And  immediately  the  cock  crew.  And 
Peter  remembered  the  word  of  Jesus  and  went  out  and  wept  bitterly." 

That  is,  with  reference  to  Christ,  that  under  the  stimulus  of  the  Gos- 
pel mind  will  individualise  by  the  stimulus  of  altruistic  expression  when 
emotional  feeling  is  under  the  focus  of  reflex  action  with  relation  to  Christ. 
Personality  will  express  itself  so  vehemently  at  the  time  of  the  third  denial 
that  mind  under  the  stimulus  of  the  Master's  character  will  remember  its 
ancient  focus  of  light  and  the  age  of  darkness  will  pass  away  forever. 

"When  the  morning  was  come  all  the  chief  priests  and  elders  of  the 
people  took  council  against  Jesus  to  put  him  to  death. 

"And  when  they  had  bound  him,  they  led  him  away  and  delivered  him 
to  Pontius  Pilot,  the  governor",  i.  e.,  organic  equilibrium  was  confined  in 
an  organism  having  two  agents  of  magnetism,  viz:  spiritual  light  and  solar 
light  each  seeking  responsive  reciprocation.  And  the  atmosphere  of  pole- 
mic energy  relational  to  divine  light  created  an  area  of  influence  command- 
ing contraction  and  expansion,  energy,  which  when  released  would  seek 
equilibrium  in  its  highest  potential: 

"Then  Judas,  which  had  betrayed,  when  he  saw  that  he  was  condemned, 
repented  himself,  and  brought  again  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver  to  the  chief 
priests  and  elders",  i.  e.,  The  medium  of  solar  light  was  neutralized,  and 
the   sensitive   atoms  of  greater  magnetic   impression   became   reciprocal   to 


relational  enf^rgy  in  spiritual  light.     And   though  reflective  medium  of  sen 
sation  was  not  in  harmony  with  its  highst  potential  yet  it  was  in  sympathy, 
with  it,  and  the  characters  of  light  relational  to  the  lifiht  of  highest  poten 
tial  commanded  organic  atoms  of  animal  instinct  making  negatory  the  in 
fluence  of  their  controlling  atmosphere. 

"Saying  I  have  sinned  in  that  I  have  betrayed  innocent  blood.  And  they 
said,  what  is  that  to  us?  See  thou  to  that".  1.  e.,  connection  between  solar 
light  and  its  reflective  medium  the  blood  ceased  to  respond  to  the  organism 
in  providing  it  with  sympathetic  cover. 

"And  he  cast  down  the  pieces  of  silver  in  the  temple  and  departed  and 
went  and  hanged  himself",  i.  e.,  the  characters  of  light-impression  ceased 
to  reflect  the  images  of  organic  stimulus  necessary  for  adjustment  of  organ- 
ic equilibrium  and  the  material  individuality  of  Christ  became  disconnected 
with  its  sensuous  environment.  And  divine  character  expressed  its  indi- 
viduality in  the  negatory  influence  it  had  on  the  mental  characters  of  fear 
by  the  affermation  of  characters  of  faith.  Habit  of  mind  creates  an  atmo- 
•sphere  by  its  focus  of  impressions  of  inducted  light  in  forms  stimulative  of 
pleasure  or  pain.  The  atmosphere  of  fear  causes  the  organism  relational  to 
it  to  absorb  acids  which  determine  the  neutrality  of  elements  of  expansion. 
Paith  creates  an  atmosphere  which  makes  negatory  the  acids  of  organic 
destruction,  and  controls  the  agents  of  organic  expansion. 

"And  the  chief  priests  took  the  silver  pieces  and  said:  It  is  not  lawful 
for  to  put  them  into  the  treasury  because  it  is  the  price  of  blood."  i.  e.,  the 
law  controlling  circulation,  viz:  the  origin  of  impression  seeking  equilibri 
um  was  neutralized  and  spiritual  adjustment  commanded,  adaptation  mak 
ing  negatory  the  atmosphere  of  human  instinct  and  its  focus  of  impres 
siona  of  relational  light,  and  actuated  organic  movement  in  a  spiritual  di 
rectlon. 

"And  they  took  counsel  and  bought  with  them  the  Potters'  field,  to  bury 
strangers  in."  i.  e.,  Individuality  commands  energy  in  the  characters  of 
magnetic  sympathy,  and  reflex  action  precedes  hereditary  habit  of  altruis  ' 
tic  impression,  and  the  magnet  of  progressive  energy  in  the  order  of  adap 
tation  is  in  the  direction  of  foreign  type,  the  connective  relation  of  which  is. 
love. 

"Wherefore  that  field  was  called  the  field  of  blood  to  this  day",  i.  e.,. 
the  characters  of  mental  stimulus  were  of  the  order  of  emotional  feeling, 
love  was  the  expansive  energy,  controlling  molecular  atoms  as  those  of 
fear  and  adaptation  was  of  an  order  in  harmony  with  the  field  of  higher 
potential  force. 

"Then  was  fulfilled  that  which  was  spoken  by  Jermey  the  Prophet, 
saying,  And  they  took  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver,  the  price  of  him  that  was 
valued,  whom  they  of  the  children  of  Israel  did  value,  and  gave  them  for 
the  Potters'  field,  as  the  Lord  appointed  me".  Refiection  of  the  divine  image 
magnified  all  relational  characters  in  the  mind  of  the  ego,  giving  altruistic 
habit  the  potential  value  in  the  bias  of  adaptation.  And  complete  Individ- 
uality would  result  when  the  egos'  self-consciousness  released  its  personal- 
ity in  the  image  of  its  Author,  God  Adaptation  of  organic  energy  took  the 
potential  of  highest  value  and  form  was  in  minds  ideal  image  of  self. 

"And  Jesus  stood  before  the  governor;  and  the  governor  asked  him, 
saying:  Art  thou  the  king  of  the  Jews?  And  Jesus  said  unto  him:  Thou 
sayest."  i.  e..  Divine  Intellect  manifests  its  individuality  through  the  repul- 
sion and  attraction  of  foreign  and  realtional  characters  of  light  generating 
energy.  And  divine  character  finds  human  expression,  and  origin  of  form 
controls  equilibrium  of  organic  energy  in  the  characters  of  divine  form. 

The  repetition  of  the  word  silver  and  value  is  suggestive  of  the  action 
of  light  upon  atoms  of  magnetical  relation,  and  the  bias  of  groove-forms  of 
mental  stimulus  in  their  power  of  inducing  molecular  circulation.  Acids  of 
organic  destruction  were  made  negative  by  the  magnetic  value  of  character- 
grooves  of  faith  in  the  brain  of  the  organism  during  psychological  adapta 
tion  to  spiritual  environment  at  the  instant  of  morphic  shock.  For  this 
threatened  material  and  psychical  energy  may  be  categorized  as  morphic 
shock  of  adaptation. 

The  word  field  would  suggest  the  magnetic  field  of  molecular  energy  be- 
ing determined  by  the  repulsion  of  natural  instinct  and  the  insulation  of 
characters  of  faith  calculated  to  effect  energy,  pi-omotive  of  fortuitus  change 
of  a  spiritual  nature.  For  in  the  egos'  effort  to  maintain  atomic  equilibrium 
it  would  release  energy  in  the  field  of  magnetic  relation.  And  in  the  mind 
of  Christ  all  egotistic  adjustment  would  be  repeled,  and  insulation  of  al- 
truistic action  would  impel  adaptation  to  seek  the  track  of  energy  in  sym- 
pathy with  it. 


"And  when  he  was  accused  of  the  chief  priest  and  elders  he  answered 
nothing",  i.  e.,  the  mental  stimulus  of  egotistical  mind  excited  no  respon- 
sive energy". 

"Then  said  Pilot  unto  him:  Hearest  thou  not  how  many  things  they  wit- 
ness against  thee?"  i.  e.,  Intellect  was  in  the  habit  of  adjusting  its  impulse 
at  the  pressure  of  outer  influence  of  pain  or  pleasure.  And  the  ego  at  this 
nloment  was  under  intense  nervous  pressure,  with  physical  and  mental  pain 
seeking  release  of  energy  in  escape. 

"And  he  answered  him  to  never  a  word  insomuch  that  the  governor  mar- 
velled greatly."  i.  e.,  the  spiritual  individual  was  unresponsive  to  natural 
instinct.  Ideal-evolved  habit  was  in  command  of  the  valves  of  release,  and 
the  magnetic  pressure  insulated  within  sought  escape  in  a  spiritual  adapta- 
tion. 

"Now  at  the  feast  the  governor  w^as  won't  to  release  unto  the  people  a 
prisoner  whom  they  would."  i.  e.,  the  impetus  of  organic  energy  under  the 
pressure  of  morphic  shock  caused  rapid  and  distinct  reflection  of  images  of 
impulse  promotive  of  physical  adjustment. 

"And  they  had  a  notable  prisoner  called  Barabbas".  i.  e.,  the  reflection 
of  good  and  evil  in  the  seat  of  mental  control  sought  an  impetus  of  moral 
adjustment  in  the  expression  of  self  and  good  behavior  as  the  way  of  escape 
from  evil.  And  during  this  reflection  and  magnification  there  was  one  char- 
acter of  individuality  of  great  emotional  impetus  but  bound  by  the  law  of 
altruistic  action,  and  all  relational  animal  instinct  in  sympathy  called  for 
release   energy  in  this   character 

"Therefore  when  they  were  gathered  together  Pilot  said  unto  them, 
whom  will  ye  that  I  release,  Barabbas  or  Jesus  Christ,  for  he  knew  that  for 
envy  they  had  delivered  him",  i.  e.,  motif  of  mental  energy  for  physical 
action  caused  magnified  sensuous  images  of  escape. 

"When  he  was  sat  down  on  the  judgment  seat  his  wife  sent  unto  him 
saying:  Have  thou  nothing  to  do  with  that  just  man  for  I  have  suffered 
many  things  this  day  in  a  dream  because  of  him",  i.  e.,  motif  was  con- 
trolled by  the  relational  influence  of  characters  of  altruistic  ideal. 

"But  the  chief  priests  and  elders  persuaded  the  multitude  that  they 
should  ask  Barabbas,  and  destroy  Jesus."  i.  e.,  connection  between  altru- 
istic ideal  and  divine  energy  was  opposed  to  natural  instinct  in  way  of  or- 
ganic adjustment. 

"The  governor  said  unto  them,  of  the  twain,  which  will  ye  that  I  re- 
lease unto  you;  And  they  said  Barabbas",  i.  e.,  altruistic  mind  controlled  the 
release  of  characters  of  impetus  in  the  way  of  non-resistance  of  physical 
pain. 

"Pilot  said  unto  them:  What  shall  I  do  with  Jesus  who  is  called  Christ? 
And  they  all  say  unto  him  let  him  be  crucified;  i.  e.,  in  the  ego's  escape  from 
evil  personality  expressed  its  individuality  in  spiritual  adaptation. 

"And  the  governor  said  why  what  evil  hath  he  done?  But  they  cried  out 
the  more  saying  let  him  be  crucified."  i.  e.,  pain  it  was  in  the  power  of  nat- 
ural instinct  to  neutralize  agents  of  physical,  but  altruistic  reflection  ener- 
gized action  in  the  way  of  physical  non-resistance  of  evil. 

"When  Pilot  saw  that  he  could  prevent  nothing  but  rather  a  tumult  was 
made  he  took  water  and  washed  his  hands  before  the  multitude,  saying:  I 
am  innocent  of  the  blood  of  this  just  person.  See  ye  to  it",  i.  e.,  the  tor- 
pidity of  intellect  in  the  adjustment  of  adaptative  escape  from  physical 
pain  caused  an  automatic  arrangement  of  fluids  bathing  the  sensuous  struc- 
ture, and  voluntary  adaptation  of  matter  and  energy  became  involuntary, 
effected  by  expression  of  intuitive  mind. 

"Then  answered  all  the  people  and  said:  Let  his  blood  be  upon  us  and 
on  our  children."  i.  e.,  expression  of  self-assertion  was  insulated  by  the 
neutralization  of  agents  of  magnetic  control. 

"Then  released  he  Barabbas  and  when  he  had  scourged  Jesus  he  deliv- 
ered him  to  be  crucified."  i.  e.,  the  cross  energies  neutralize  agents  of  dis- 
olution  through  conflicting  atoms  of  force,  and  the  ego  retains  equilibrium 
because  of  its  relation  to  the  highest  potential,  for  generation  of  relation 
light  gives  all  characters  in  the  brain  a  relational  value  by  magnification  re- 
lational characters  in  the  brain  of  magnified  value. 

Then  the  soldiers  of  the  governor  took  Jesus  into  the  hall,  and  gathered 
unto  him  the  whole  band  of  soldiers."  i.  e..  Altruistic  mind  commanded  non- 
resistance  no  voluntary  effort  of  self-salvation  was  allowed,  and  the  physi- 
cal nature  of  the  ego  was  the  prey  of  involuntary  action,  hence  the  agents 
of  moral  adaptation  were  insulated  within  the  physical  organism,  controlled 
by  intuitive  suggestion. 

"And  they  stripped  him  and  put  on  him  a  scarlet  robe",  i.  e.,  the  organ- 


Ipm  under  the  stimuluB  of  physical  pain  became  the  prey  of  involuntary  in- 
stinct. The  shrink  of  corpuscles  during  the  scourging  with  loaded  thongs 
caused  involuntary  adaptation,  for  the  skin,  or  under  membrane  of  organic 
sensation,  became  radiated  through  the  colloidal  corpuscles  of  outer  deflec- 
tion being  exposed,  so  that  the  whole  surface  of  the  skin,  the  entire  bodily 
form  was  enveloped  in  a  robe  of  red,  or  atoms  of  protection  against  outer 
light-pressure. 

"And  when  they  had  platted  a  crown  of  thorns  they  put  it  upon  his 
head,  and  a  reed  in  his  hand  and  they  bowed  the  knee  before  him  and 
mocked  him,  saying:  "Hail  King  of  the  Jews!  i  .e.,  the  insulation  of  magnets 
of  sympathy  with  solar  reflection  stigmatised  the  dominant  character  of  con- 
trol upon  every  atom  of  organic  structure  and  the  image  of  the  Author  of 
Christ's  being  was  stamped  upon  every  atom  and  upon  every  corpuscle  of 
reflection.  And  this  was  the  involuntary  adaptation  of  organic  adjustment 
of  the  sensitive  individual  at  the  morphic  moment  of  fortuitous  change. 

"And  as  they  came  out  they  found  a  man,  Simon,  by  name,  him  they 
compelled  to  carry  his  cross:"  i.  e.,  The  incipiency  of  incorporated  indi- 
viduality of  body  and  soul  was  involuntary  as  are  all  organic  differentiations 
of  species,  similar  in  property  to  adaptation  of  colour  as  a  means  of  or- 
ganic adjustment.  Shrink  and  an  expansion  of  atoms  of  morphic  movement 
seek  the  sympathy  relational  to  expansion  after  the  shrink  of  pain  energiz- 
ing escape.  The  ideal  characters  expanded  in  relational  light  creative  of  an 
atmosphere. 

"And  when  they  had  come  into  a  place  called  Golgotha,  that  is  to  say 
a  place  of  a  scull. 

They  gave  him  vinegar  to  drink  mingled  with  gall,  and  when  he  had 
tasted  thereof  he  would  not  drink",  i.  e.,  the  polemic  generation  of  energy 
creates  a  magnetic  sphere  of  influence,  and  the  character  of  stigmatised  im- 
pression absorbed  relational  light-waves  of  an  etherial  nature.  And  the 
agents  of  physical  contraction  were  unresponsive  to  sympathetic  habit.  For 
as  a  rule,  organic  nature  under  the  impetus  of  fortutious  change  sought 
physical  equilibrium  in  physical  adaptation,  but  altruistic  instinct  controlled 
the  valves  of  contraction,  and  consciousness  was  therefore  retained  during 
the  physical  shrink  of  intense  pain  at  the  morphic  shock. 

"And  they  crucified  him  and  parted  his  garments,  casting  lots:  that  it 
might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  of  by  the  prophet.  They  parted  my  gar- 
ments among  them  and  for  my  vesture  did  they  cast  lots". 

i.  e.,  the  films  of  deflection  in  sympathy  with  moral  instinct  found  en- 
hanced value  through  potential  influence  of  outside  that  of  organic  focus, 
and  morphic  change  favoured  intuitive  sense  as  its  line  of  adaptation. 

"And  sitting  down  they  watched  him  there",  i.  e.,  the  agents  of  mag- 
netic control  magnified  the  image  of  deflection  and  molecular  rhythm  sought 
equilibrium  in  the  focus  of  divine  form. 

"And  they  set  up  over  his  head  his  accusation  written,  THIS  IS  JEJSUS 
THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS",  i.  e.,  the  stigma  of  organic  genus,  or  a  magni- 
fied image  of  God  in  the  form  of  self,  and  this  character  found  sympathy 
outside  the  poles  of  organic  energy. 

"Then  were  there  two  thieves  crucified  with  him  one  on  the  right  hand 
and  the  other  on  the  left. 

"And  they  that  passed  by  reviled  him  wagging  their  heads  and  saying: 
Thou  that  destroyest  the  temple  and  buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  thyself, 
if  thou  be  the  son  of  God  come  down  from  the  cross. 

"Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking  him,  with  the  scribes  and  the 
elders  said:  He  saved  others  himself  he  cannot  save.  If  he  be  the  King  of 
Israel  let  him  now  come  down  from  the  cross,  and  we  will  believe.  He 
trusted  in  God:  Let  him  deliver  him  now,  if  he  will  have  him,  for  he  said 
I  am  the  Son  of  God",  i.  e.,  these  inducted  poles  of  original  energy  divided 
the  influence  of  attraction  and  repulsion,  and  oscillation  polemic  energy  ex- 
pressed construction  in  the  form  of  intuitive  idea.  Therefore  intuitive  adap- 
tation commanded  expression  of  self  in  the  form  of  God.  Separate  individu- 
ality found  stimulus  in  its  absorption  of  relational  energy  from  foreign 
poles  of  magnetic  force.  The  focus  of  energy  in  the  form  of  man  with  the 
attributes  of  God  was  the  adaptation  of  spiritual  morphogenesis,  and  the 
crucifixion  of  Christ  was  its  incipiency. 

"The  thieves  also  which  were  crucified  with  him,  cast  the  same  in  his 
teeth",  i.  e.,  the  Author  of  energy  was  the  highest  potential  magnifying 
mind  and  matter. 

"Now  from  the  sixth  hour  there  was  darkness  over  all  the  land  until  the 
ninth  hour",  i.  e.,  quality  of  medium  was  affected  by  potential  energy.  Di- 
vine  Individuality   expressed  itself    in    the    eclypse  of  form.    For  deflectioa 


of  light  from  the  fully  focussed  Author  of  mental  energy  diffused  a  light 
which  made  negatory  solar  light.  Now  physical  sense  and  its  medium  of 
sensation  solar  light  were  submerged  into  spiritual  sense  and  its  medium 
mental  light. 

"And  about  the  ninth  hour  .Tesus  cried  aloud  voice  saying:  Eli!  Eli.' 
lama  sabachthani?  that  is  to  say  My  God!  My  God!  Why  hast  thou  for- 
saken me?"  i.  e.,  morphic  change  expressed  itself  in  foreign  characters  of 
an  intuitive  nature  at  the  vault  of  morphogenesis. 

"Some  of  them  that  stood  there  when  they  heard  that  said:  This  man 
called  for  Elias."  i.  e.,  expression  was  now  between  material  and  spiritual 
form  and  there  was  sympathetic  connection  between  the  magnets  of  energy. 

"And  straightway  one  of  them  run,  and  took  a  sponge  and  filled  it  with 
vinegar  and  put  it  on  a  reed  and  gave  him  to  drink",  i.  e.,  there  was  ab- 
sorption of  atoms  of  construction  effecting  inner  expansion  although  there 
was  no  sensation  of  organic  circulation. 

"The  rest  said  let  be,  let  us  see  whether  Elias  will  come  to  save  him", 
i.  e.,  the  equipose  of  divine  consciousness  controlled  Individuality  in  the 
form  of  the  etherial  potential. 

"Jesus,  when  he  had  cried  again  with  a  loud  voice,  yielded  up  the 
ghost",  i.  e.,  Spiritual  Individuality  was  now  equal  in  persistency  as  in  in- 
tensity, and  the  Christ-form  was  now  the  highest  potential  in  the  field  of 
energy.  There  was  the  expression  of  the  twofold  nature  in  one  form  man 
and  God.  "And  behold  the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the 
top  to  the  bottom;  and  the  earth  did  quake  and  rocks  rent."  i.  e.,  the  re- 
lease of  spiritual  energy,  at  the  eclypse,  held  in  check  by  mental  control 
now  vaulted  the  organism  of  fortuitous  change  into  its  new  eliment  of  ethe- 
rial adaptation,  creating  an  area  of  magnetic  force  affecting  other  forms 
of  energy. 

"And  the  graves  were  opened,  and  many  bodies  of  the  saints  which 
slept  arose,  and  came  out  of  the  graves  after  his  resurrection,  and  went 
into  the  city,  and  appeared  to  many;  i.  e.,  the  revitalisation  effected  by  the 
reflex  action  of  matter  and  mind  made  the  body  of  Christ  the  poles  of  at- 
traction, affecting  all  relational  atoms  of  mind  and  of  matter;  and  there- 
fore other  magnets  of  relational  energy  were  energized  and  became  indi- 
vidual and  active  in  self-expression.  Within  the  sphere  of  influence- ethe- 
rial forms  so  magnetized  relational  atoms  of  matter  that  these  forms  crystal- 
ized  into  bodily  shape  and  became  animated  organisms  of  self-expression 
and  self-consciousness. 

"Now  when  the  centurian  and  they  that  were  with  him  watching  Jesus 
saw  the  earthquake  and  those  things  that  were  done,  they  feared  greatly, 
saying:  Truly  this  was  the  son  of  God",  i.  e.,  the  control  of  automatic  ac- 
tion in  organic  form  was  regained  by  natural  instinct  being  insulated  by 
the  habit  of  faith.  The  mind  of  the  organism  of  adaptation  was  focussed 
in  the  form  of  machaiical  habit,  and  expression  was  in  favor  of  original  af- 
fermation,  for  there  was  relational  sympathy  between  the  organism  and  re- 
lational environment  of  matter  and  mind. 

"And  many  women  were  there  beholding  him  afar  aff  which  followed 
Jesus  from  Galilee,  ministering  unto  him.  Among  which  was  Mary  Magda- 
line  and  Mary  the  Mother  of  James  and  Jose,  and  the  Mother  of  Zebedees' 
children."  i.  e.,  relational  connections  were  focussed  on  the  body  of  mag- 
netic influence  conveying  reflective  sympathy  of  revitalising  stimulus;  thus 
tissues  of  sensation  were  radiated  as  in  the  maternal  matrix,  reflex  action 
being  between  the  body  of  Christ  and  the  Author  of  energy  eclypsing  it. 

"And  when  the  even  was  come,  there  came  a  rich  man  of  Arimathea 
named  Joseph,  who  also  himself  was  Jesus'  disciple."  i.  e.,  And  the  mental 
character  of  reflex  action  of  greatest  value  in  influencing  a  union  of  spirit- 
ual and  material  vitality  was  love. 

"He  went  to  Pilot  and  begged  the  body.  Then  Pilot  commanded  ^  the 
body  to  be  delivered",  i.  e.,  altruistic  ideal  forbade  any  medium  of  exchange 
other  than  the  habit  of  self-sacriflce,  hence  human  instinct  commanded 
the  deliverance  of  the  orga,nism  of  life  from  the  place  of  bondage,  death 
could  not  hold  it,  for  animation  was  at  the  command  of  love.  Moreover 
disolution  of  the  human  body  would  be  the  law  no  more,  from  hence  or- 
ganic matter  may  enter  upon  eternal  life. 

"And  when  Joseph  had  taken  the  body,  he  wrapped  it  in  a  linen  cloth." 
i.  e.,  sympathy  of  character  clothed  sensation  in  light-conductive  material. 

"And  he  laid  it  in  his  own  new  tomb  which  he  had  hewn  out  in  the 
rock  and  he  rolled  a  great  stone  to  the  door  of  the  sepulchre  and  depart- 
ed", i.  e.,  love  enveloped  the  organism  of  divine  adaptation,  and  became 
creative  of  an  atmosphere  congenial  to  physical  development. 


"And  there  was  Mary  Magdaline  and  the  other  Mary  sitting  over  against 
Ihe  sepulchre;  1.  e.,  the  poles  of  energy  creative  of  atomic  equipose  in  the 
focus  of  relational  energy.  There  was  the  magnified  body  of  Christ,  and 
the  aurpola  of  light  relational  to  the  eclypslng  character  of  authorship  of 
individuality,  between  which  there  was  union. 

"Now  the  next  day.  that  followed  the  day  of  the  preparation,  the 
<*hief  priests  and  Pharisees  came  together  unto  Pilot,  saying.  Sir,  we  remem- 
ber that  that  deceiver  said  while  he  was  yet  alive,  after  three  days  I  will 
rise  again."  i.  e.,  and  there  was  expansion  causing  revltalisation  and  reviv- 
ification of  corpuscles  and  atoms  in  cerebral  and  organic  stracture  as  that 
which  occurs  in  life  after  a  pause  of  consciousness. 

"Command  therefore  that  the  sepulchre  be  made  sure  until  the  third 
day,  lest  his  disciples  come  by  night  and  steal  him  away  and  say  unto  the 
people:  He  has  risen  from  the  dead,  so  the  last  error  shall  be  worse  than 
the  first."  i.  e.,  reflection  of  the  potential  character  stimulative  of  cerebral 
energy  expressed  its  impression  on  the  atoms  of  the  medium  of  light  within, 
and  there  was  an  adjustment  of  tissue  and  fluids  causing  a  revival  of  corre- 
spondence to  outer  environment,  physical  self-consciousness  was  within  a 
calculable  date. 

"Pilot  said  unto  them:  Ye  have  a  watch,  go  your  way  make  it  as  sure 
as  ye  can",  i.  e.,  there  is  induction  of  foreign  energy,  and  the  seat  of  or- 
ganic control,  the  brain,  expresses  impressions  of  environment,  and  circu- 
lation is  in  the  order  of  organic  life.  The  focus  of  light,  and  the  focus  of 
love  now  energise  the  new  organism  of  human  and  divine  origin. 

"So  they  went  and  made  the  sepulchre  sure  sealing  the  stone  and  set- 
ting at  watch";  i.  e.,  so,  the  agents  of  circulation  were  sensitized  by  this 
focal  energy. 

"In  the  end  of  the  Sabbath,  as  it  began  to  dawn  toward  the  first  day  of 
the  week,  came  Mary  Magdalene  and  the  other  Mary  to  see  the  sepulchre, 
i.  e.,  on  this  date  the  correspondence  was  complete,  the  two  poles  of  energy 
were  in  focal  contact. 

"And  behold  there  was  a  great  earthquake:  for  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
•descended  from  heaven,  and  came  and  rolled  back  the  stone  from  tiie  door 
and  sat  upon  it",  i.  e.,  at  the  connection  of  energy  there  was  a  release  ef- 
fecting- a  field  of  force,  and  there  was  equilibrium  in  the  ideal-characters 
comprising  the  mind  of  the  new  individual  of  all-comprehensive  potentiality. 

"His  coutenance  was  like  lightning,  and  his  raiment  white  as  snow,  and 
for  fear  of  him  the  keepers  did  shake  and  became  as  dead  men.  And  the 
angel  answered  and  said  unto  the  women:  Fear  not  ye  for  I  know  that  ye 
seek  Jesus  which  was  crucified."  i.  e.,  expression  and  correspondence  be- 
tween the  new  organism  and  its  environment,  and  other  relational  connec- 
tions were  affected  within  the  field  of  force.     Mark: XVI: 5. 

"And  entering  into  the  sepulchre,  they  saw  a  young  man  sitting  on  the 
right  side  clothed  in  a  long  white  garment,  and  they  were  affrighted."  The 
risen  Christ  was  too  great  a,n  idea  for  the  mind  to  comprehend  at  the  mo- 
ment of  result.  The  mind 'must  believe,  seek,  and  ponder  upon  it  for  many 
generations  before  capacity  for  realization  could  be  effected.  Only  to  the 
mind  of  intuitive  conception  could  it  be  visualized.  Those  women  saw  more 
by  the  eye  of  this  mind  than  those  without  intuition  could  see,  and  they 
heard  more  than  common  mind  can  hear;  such  mind  of  intuitive  sense  was 
the  matrix  of  the  Churchs'  incipiency. 

"And  he  opened  their  understanding,  that  they  might  understand  the 
scriptures:  And  said  unto  them  thus  it  is  written,  and  thus  it  behoved 
Christ  to  suffer  and  to  rise  from  the  dead  the  third  day. 

"And  that  repentence  and  remission  of  sins  should  be  preached  in  his 
name  among  all  nations,  beginning  at  Jerusalem.  And  ye  are  witnesses  of 
these  things. 

And  behold  I  send  the  promise  of  my  Father  upon  you,  but  tarry  ye  in 
the  city  of  Jerusalem  until  ye  be  endowed  with  power  from  on  high.  And 
he  led  them  out  as  far  as  Bethany;  and  he  lifted  up  his  hands  and  blessed 
them. 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  while  he  blessed  them,  he  was  parted  from 
them,  and  carried  up  into  heaven. 

And  they  worshipped  him,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem  with  great  joy, 
and  were  continually  in  the  temple  praising  God,  Amen.    Luke:  XXIV: 45: 53. 

Magnetic  relationship  was  revived  at  the  time  of  focus  at  Jerusalem, 
and  magnetic  environment  of  other  spheres  of  greater  spiritual  potentiality 
drew  the  magnified  body  of  Jesus  away,  but  at  the  command  of  his  own 
will  that  it  do  so.  For  he  was  now  the  focus  of  energy,  the  energy  of  love, 
and  it  was  at  the  response  of  love  he  was  drawn  away  and  it  will  be  at  the 


response  of  love  that  he  will  descend.  When  the  focus  of  his  image  creates 
an  atmosphere  of  love  intense  and  persistent.  That  time  could  be  now,  but 
only  those  in  the  focal  circle  would  see  him  as  a  man,  but  at  that  moment 
all  will  know  him  as  God. 
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
